peppermint oils, as well as menthol, 
for flavoring purposes. This curtail- 
ment of native peppermint oil con- 
sumption has undoubtedly left ample 
stocks from last year’s crop, and one 
local deajer states that it is doubtful 
when the productions for the last five 
years have been taken up for consum- 
ing requirements within their respect- 
ive seasons. This year’s yield of do- 
mestic oil will probably reach a total 
of 200,000 pounds. Not only is the acre- 
age this year believed to be larger 
than that of last year, but the growth 
of the plant is stated to be more favor- 
able for an increased production of oil. 
Another factor that merits considera- 
tion in this connection is the prospect 
for another excessive yield from the 
Japanese pepprmint plant. It is esti- 
mated that from this source more than 
300,000 pounds of crude oil, the extent 
of the record crop of last year, will be 
derived, about two-fifths of which will 
be in the form of menthol, and the bal- 
ance in peppermint oil. The marked 
disparity between menthol and do- 
mestic peppermint oil that was the 
means of increasing the consumption 
of the former at the expense of the lat- 
ter last year is not likely to prevail to 
the same extent this season, but the 
Japanese oil will probably be available 
materially below the basis for the na- 
tive. The former is now offered at 
$1.60@1.75. In the following table are

THE TALC SITUATION. 


Following the advance in prices for 
the domestic prime white grades of fine 
milled talc early in February, the mar- 
ket has retained its firm tone, owing to 
the scarcity of spot supplies which is 
being keenly felt at the present time. 
Buyers have allowed their stocks to 
dwindle to such an extent that it has 
compelled them to replenish their sup- 
plies, and as a result firms here are 
unable to fill the orders which have 
accumulated and represent a fair vol- 
ume. Orders are now only being 
booked subject to no definite specified 
time for delivery, because of the un- 
certainty of the arrival of goods in 
transit. Several carload lots were 
shipped from mills in the South a 
month ago and have not as yet ar- 
rived, due, in part, to floods and other 
obstacles in the way of traffic. Orders 
for parcels for near arrival are only 
being guaranteed and booked, but, ow- 
ing to the limited supply coming for- 
ward, business is being held in check. 
The demand throughout the spring for 
all grades of talc was, on the whole, | 
very unsatisfactory, but during the 
past sixty days the sales in the aggre- 
gate have increased, and the total 
transactions since January 1 now com- 
pare favorably with those for the same 
time last year. 

There has been less desire on the 
part of most buyers to trade in the 
cheaper grades of talc, which have 
been, and are, in abundance here. As 
a result of this prices for the latter 
grades have been more or less nominal, 
and the market neglected. The finer 
grades of foreign are also receiving 
increased attention and good sales for 
shipment to this country have been 
and are being made. Several carload 
lots of domestic prime white goods, 
which were sold by sample, did not 
compare favorably with the sample in 
quality nor milling, and rejections are 
becoming more numerous. The demand 
for the prime white, uniform quality 
and milled goods is steadily on the 
increase, but the output is limited, as 
the mines from which these grades 
are being worked represent only a 
small percentage of the total operated, 
the principal product being off colored 
and coarse milled goods. The supply 
of the latter has been abundant, and in 
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many instances consignments which 
were forwarded here had to be mar- 
keted at prices which showed a loss 
to the shippers. It is claimed that new 
mines are being opened in the South 
and in the West, but in most cases the 
product is of low grade and has been 
shipped to consuming markets, adding 
an additional surplus to the large 
stocks held at various consuming cen-

WINDOW GLASS TENDING 
UPWARD. 


The window glass situation has de- 
veloped into a form which is attract- 
ing widespread attention,'imasmuch as 
prices are decidedly firm and advanc- 
ing under light available supplies and 
a good demand, particularly at the 
West and South. The machine inter- 
ests have advanced prices ten per cent. 
recently and it is the belief here that 
further advances, equivalent to twelve 
and one-half to fifteen per cent. will 
be made by August first as a result 
of the shortage in the supply, of par- 
ticularly of the medium sash sizes. The 
stocks of glass are very much broken 
up and nearly depleted, which is having 
a decided influence on prices. In the 
West jobbers are obtaining higher 
prices than jobbers here and in conse- 
quence of the above state of affairs in 
general the Eastern Window Glass 
Jobbers’ Association will hold a meet- 
ing at Atlantic City, N. J., on August 
fourth, when it is claimed prices will 
be raised a further ten per cent. It 
was learned that a large manufacturer 
in the West booked large orders which 
had been held back by firms who were 
compelled to pay an advance of about 
forty-five per cent. for the glass or- 
dered. The first two brackets of single 
and double glass did not fully share in 
the advance, because of a surplus stock 
of the latter and having to contend 
with the keen competition by the ma- 
chine-made product. It is claimed, 
however, that as soon as the above 
surplus supply is worked off prices, in 
all probability, will be advanced. Out 
of an approximate annual consumption 
of five and one-half million to six mil- 
lion boxes of glass the machine plants 
produce about one and one-half mil- 
lion boxes and the output of machine- 
made glass bids well to be increased as 
the margin of profit warrants same. 
Machine made glass, it is claimed, can 
be turned out at about one-half the cost 
of hand-made glass, consequently the 
latter cannot compete with the former 
as the cost of labor is too high. The 
glass blowers and other workmen em- 
ployed by the hand-made glass plants 
have been stubborn in refusing to yield 
to the manufacturers’ demand to lower 
their wage scale, that they may be bet- 
ter situated to meet the prices of the 
machine product. Owing to the rises 
in prices for glass, the workers, who are 
holding a meeting in convention, are 
asking for a thirty to thirty-five per 
cent. advance in the wage scale and it 
remains to be seen what settlement 
will be made between the manufactur- 
ers and the workmen, Should the work- 
men refuse to co-operate with the man- 
ufacturers, it means suffering to both 
parties in an endeavor to meet the rival 
and progressive machine interests. It 
is believed that it is only a matter of 
time when hand-made glass will be 
a thing of the past. How soon this will 
come to pass, no one cares to venture 
to predict. The machine interests are 
starting plants all over the United 
States and we hear a plant is to be 
operated in New York State in the near 
future. There appears to be some 
hesitation on the part of most manu- 
facturers and jobbers to close contracts 
for glass owing to the uncertainty sur- 
rounding the wage question, and little 
will be done until this matter is defi- 
nitely settled. At a meeting held by 
the committees of the Window Glass 
Manufacturers’ Association and _ the 
Amalgamated Window Glass Blow- 
ers a disagreement developed, and 
according to reports, indications 
point to the ordering of a strike, 
which will throw out of employ- 
ment six thousand workers and 
also tie up the plants of hand-made 
glass. The employers demanded a trans- 
fer of control of the apprentices from 
the men to the employers, which the 
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blowers absolutely refused to entertain. 
As a result of this disagreement the 
committees will report the deadlock to 
their respective organizations and a 
strike may be the outcome of the situa- 
tion. The wage question was not taken 
up, as both sides wanted the apprentice- 
ship issue settled before considering the 
wage scale,

The Texas oil producers have refused 
to pay the taxes accruing under the 
Kennedy tax bill, enacted by the late 
Legislature, and will fight the measure 
in the courts. They say it would ruin 
the oil industry. The Attorney-General 
holds that the law means that a tax of 
1 per cent. shall be imposed for the 
mere act of production; that when the 
oil is sold an additional tax of 2 per 
cent. on the gross receipts is to be im- 
posed; that when the oil is passed 
through the pipe line, another 2 per 
cent. is called for, and finally, that 
when the pipe line disposes of the oil 
to the exporter or refiner, still another 
2 per cent. must be forthcoming, 


Chauncey G. Parker, receiver for the 
Greater New York Home Oil Company, 
has filed in the Court of Chancery at 
Trenton, N. J., a bill asking that cer- 
tain stockholders of the company be 
decreeqd to be assessable pro rata on 
their stock to meet the obligations of 
the company. Mr. Parker names about 
thirty stockholders who were promoters 
of the company and who hold $1,350,000 
of stock. This stock, he alleges, was 
fraudulently issued to them under an 
alleged resolution of the company to 
buy the property of the Demon Mound 
Oil Company. Mr. Parker says no such 
resolution was ever passed, and he 
charges that by the declaration of un- 
earned dividends the general publie 
was induced to subscribe and fully pav 
for about $150.000 of stock of the com- 


pany.

Jeremiah Fitzpatrick, 


Jeremiah Fitzpatrick, who was for fifty 

vears at the head of the firm of J. Fitz- 
patrick & Co., glass importers and job- 
bers. with offices located in this city, died 
at his home in Brooklyn on Wednesday 
last. 
Mr. Fitzpatrick was born in Treland 
eighty-two years ago and came to this 
country when a boy. Early in life he 
hegan as a clerk with H. J. Baker & Bro.. 
who were then the leading glass firm in 
this city. Early in the ’70s he became 
associated with A. A. Yan Horn & Co.. 
and after several vears he severed this 
eonnection to go into business on his own 
aecount as imnorter of glass, taking two 
of his sons into partnership, He ws 
euecessful in this business. from: which 
he retired several vears ago. leaving the 
conduct of the business to his sons 
Te embarked in the glass trade early in 
hig business life and made a snecialtv of 
tmnortine church and memorial windows 
and elass as well as fobhing plate and 
domestic window glass. He was at the 
time of his desth vresident of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Society of New York. 





George N. Berlin, 


George N. Berlin. a pioneer oil pro- 
ducer of Western Pennsylvania and one 
of the hest-known residents of Clarion 
county. died at his home at Valley nost- 
office on Tuesday, Julv 25. in his eighty- 
sixth vear. He was also one of the first 
to utilize natural gas for practical pur- 
noses. His death was due to infirmities 
resulting from old age. 

Mr. Rerlin was born on August 15, 1819. 
on the farm on which he died, and where 
he lived all his life. The place had been 
yurchased by his father. George Berlin. 
who went to Pittshureh from Westmore- 
land county in 18% and = subseauentiv 
moved to Clarion county. George N. was 
raised as a farmer, and though largely 
interested in ofl production, kept up his 
farming overations throughout his whole 
eareer. When petroleum was discovered 
at Oil Creek he went into the oil produc- 
ing business and was highlv successful. 
Later on his sons became tdentified with 
the business and for years they were ac- 
counted the largest operators In that part 
of the State. For some time. however. 
deceased had not been so active in affairs. 
and his son, J. C. Berlin, of Knox, has 
had the management of the family’s oil 
interests. 

Back in the early ’70s, when the oil 
excitement: was at its height in this dis- 
trict, Mr. Berlin drilled a well on his 
farm. It proved lacking in oil, but a 
copious flow of gas resulted. This was 
allowed to go to waste, being set on fire 
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and burned at the top of the derrick. It 
occurred to Mr. Berlin that if the gas 
flame made so much heat in the open air 
it ought to be good for other uses and 
with the crudest of appliances he piped 
it into his house and used it in his kitehen 
stove. The experiment was an entire suc- 
cess, and from this small venture, the 
subsequent enormous application of nat- 
ural gas to manufacturing, heating and 
other purposes, in Western Pennsylvania 
and elsewhere, practically originated. 

In 1848 Mr. Berlin married Susan Cook, 
of Cooksburg, Pa. She died last Novem- 
ber, and of their children two sons and 
three daughters survive, 

The Berlin family is related to some 
of the most prominent families in the 
western part of Pennsylvania. Deceased 
and his wife were both noted for their 
hospitable and generous dispositions and 
it was for many years a saying through 
a great, section of territory about their 
home that nobody need want for food 
and shelter if they could reach the old 
Berlin homestead.

American Glue Co. Meeting. 


The annual meeting of the American 
Glue Company, capitalized at $2,100,-

It is understood the contest was due 
to dissatisfaction among certain stock- 
holders with the old management, and 
this led to a determination to effect a 
change.

The 
capital stock has a par value of $100, 
and of the 21,000 shares the number 
represented at the meeting by proxies 
or otherwise was 19,627.

Great Texas Petroleum Fire. 


Fire broke out on the 23d inst. in the 
Humble field, Texas, by lightning strik- 
ing a tank belonging to the Texas Oil 
Co. The tank or reservoir, eontained 
over 200,000 bbls. of oil and from thie 
it spread. Covering an area of three- 
quarters of a mile square, with a great 
canopy of smoke covering two square 
miles, the oil tanks of the Texas Com- 
pany boiled and bubbled under the 
great heat of burning oil for two days. 
The fire was not extinguished until it 
had burned all of the oil in the eleven 
big tanks which held 2,500,000 barrels 
when lightning struck them. The losses 
are estimated at $750,000, with practical- 
ly no insurance. The conflagration 
was visible at Galveston, sixty-five 
miles distant. 

Tt is known that five negro workmen 
perished. There are hundreds of home. 
less people. They were living in tents 
and shacks in the oil field, and fled for 
their lives to the town. Their belong. 
ings have been destroyed by the fire, 
which runs out toward the oil field. Dur- 
ing the whole of the night there was a 
heavy downpour of rain, and this cov 
ered the ground with a sheet of water 
coated with a thick film of oil. 

Soon after the big tank, containine 
230,000 barrels of oil, which was struck 
by lightning, began to blaze, 200 work 
men, with seventy-five mules, were hur- 
ried to the place to throw up earthen 
embankments to confine the fire. Sud- 
denly the oil gave an upheaval, bub. 
bled, and lifted a great mass of the 
burning fluid bodily from the tank and 
the fire was communicated to three 
other tanks. The burning oil] caught 
the men and mules and henimed them 
in. There was a wild scramble for 
safety, men dropping their scrapers and 
reins. Some of them mounted mules 
and escaped, but at least forty mules 
balked and were burned to death. Five 
negroes were seen to go down. While 


























all of the men have not been accounted 
for, these five are all that ure known to 
have perished, 

Among the companies who had oil 
stored in the Texas Co.’s tanks are: 
Stelzig & Antil, 30,000 barrels; Brooks & 
Co., 100,000 barrels, and Landslider & 
Co., 125,000 barrels, 

Due to the Humble fire, a sharp ada- 
vance occurred in the oil market and 
still further advances were ordered, 

The loss suffered by the Texas Com- 
pany at Humble oil field by the burning 
of approximately 2,500,000 barrels of oil 
was further augmented on the 25th inst. 
at Sour Lake, where lightning struck a 
tank containing 130,000 barrels belong- 
ing to the same company and another 
tank containing 100,000 barrels, all of 
which proved a total loss. The danger 
of spreading was obviated by the iso- 
lation of the two tanks struck. A con- 
servative estimate of this loss is 


$50,000.

Sicilian Sulphur Industry. 


A London correspondent of the 
Paper Mill writes interestingly of a 
crisis approaching in the Sicilian sul- 
phur mining industry and of the in- 
fluence of the American production 
upon the Sicilian business, as fol- 
lows :— 

American sulphur appears to have 
greatly upset the calculations of the sul- 
»hur mining industry of Sicily. A_report 
hea just come to hand from the British 
Consul which states that Sicily would lose 
heavily if the United States sulphur mar- 
ket was lost to it or if American sulphur 
found a ready market in Europe. The 
American mineral, it is pointed out, has 
been taxed &s. per ton as refined sulphur 
in France, which is regarded as a point 
in favor of the Sicilian sulphur. The 
Italian Government, it appears, is_study- 
ing the question of measures for the pro- 
tection of the Sicilian sulphur industry, 

An important reference is made by the 
British Consul to the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
phur Company. He says that owing to 
the short term still to run of the com- 
bination of mine owners with the com- 
pany, the sulphur mining industry has 
been passing through a crisis, which is 
now approaching its culminating point, 
the contracts expiring on July 31, 1906. 
The Anglo-Sicilian Company has, it Is 
said, been decidedly to the advantage of 
all concerned. When the combine ceases, 
the Anglo-Sicilian Sulphur Company will 
have on hand a stock equal to about a 
year’s consumption, and the Consul adds 
that it cannot be supposed that in dispos- 
ing of its stock the company will neces- 
sarily take into consideration either the 
feelings or the interests of its late asso- 
ciates, who will, in consequence, have to 
pass through a period of stagnation. An- 
other question to be considered is the 
development of the Louisiana sulphur 
mines. 

It may be mentioned that the book cost 
of stocks held by the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
phur Company has steadily risen from 
£288.511 in 1898 to £813.80 in 1904; this is 
causing a fear that these stocks might 
have to be sold at, say, 50 per cent. below 
cost price. As a matter of fact. if brim- 
stone sulphur were reduced slightly. it 
would come into competition with pyrites 
for the manufacture of sulphuric acid, 
Tn 1903, 2,004,538 tons of pvrites were used, 
of which probably about half a million 
tons were used in England. Even at 
present prices of brimstone sulphur, the 
cheapest quality of which is now about 
80s. to 83s. per ton in Tondon, it is begin- 
ning to be used for the manufacture of 
sulphuric acid, on account of the poison- 
ing that took place a short time ago from 
the manufacture of sulphurie acid from 
contaminated ore, instead of from pure 
brimstone. If brimstone sulphur could be 
delivered at anything under 79s. per ton, 
it would take the place of pyrites, and 
the consumption would be extremely 
large. At the present time the total con- 
sumntion of brimstone sulphur is about 
500.000 tons per annum. 

As mentiored in the Consul’s report, the 
shipments of sulphur from Sicily in 1904 
were 508.989 tons, of which the United 
States and Canada took 107.994 tons. 
France, however, is the princinal market, 
the receipts amounting to 115.897 tons, fol- 
lowed by Italv with 79.998 tons: Germany, 
22.294 tons; Tinited Kingdom and Malta, 
20.957 tons. The stocks of sulphur remain- 
ing In Sicily on December 31, 1904, accord- 
ine to the calculations of the Anglo- 
Sicilian Sulphur Comnanv, amounted to 
370,606 tons. It is a little premature to 
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speak of the future of the Sicilian sulphur 
industry, but a knowledge of the views of 
local mine owners may be interesting. 
Two proposals are being ventilated; the 
first is a proposition for a combination 
by private agreement among local mine 
owners and the trade, while the other 
scheme is that for a compulsory joint- 
purse system, limiting the output. 
Apparently there is some doubt as to 
the continuance of the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
hur Company. At a meeting held _ in 
ondon the other day the chairman, W. 
T. Brand, remarked that the two con- 
tracts made with the Sicilian producers, 
the first for five years and the second 
for a further five years, would shortly 
expire. The object of the meeting was 
to get the sanction of the shareholders 
for certain alterations that would allow 
of an extension of some two or three 
months for the company to carry on fur- 
ther negotiations. It appears that at 
present it has been impossible to_ make 
arrangements with the Sicilian producers, 
none of the proposals put forward being 
considered in the interests of the share- 
holders of the Anglo-Sicilian Sulphur 
Company. The company does not own 
any mines or property, but simply con- 
tracts with producers for the total pro- 
duction of their mines. The sulphur is 
warehoused, classified and weighed, and 
then the producers get the price agreed 
upon according to contract. Mr. Brand 
said at the meeting, if the company were 
unable by March 30, 1906, to make any sat- 
isfactory arrangements, the preference 


shareholders would be called together and 
some recommendation made either to go 
on for a short time or to liquidate.

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Chrysarobin a Drug. 

In the matter of the protest of Emil 
Levi against the assessment of duty by 
the collector of customs at the port of 
New York, decision by General Ap- 
praiser Sharretts:— 


The merchandise in question is de- 
scribed on the invoice as ‘‘chrysarobin.” 
G. A. 5698 covered an importation of mer- 
chandise by the same importer and identi- 
cal with that now before us. In the case 
cited the board held that the merchan- 
dise was dutiable at 25 per cent. ad va- 
lorem under paragraph 68 of the tariff act 
of 1897, as assessed by the collector. 

Upon review by the Circuit Court for 
the Southern District of New York, G. A. 
5698 (supra) was reversed, and the Treas- 
ury Department having acquiesced therein 
we sustain the claim in the protest that 
the merchandise in dispute is dutiable at 
one-fourth of 1 cent per pound and 10 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 20 of 
the present act. 


Scented Waters—Non-alcoholic 
Medicinal Preparations, 


In the matter of protests of Lehn & 
Fink et al. against the assessment of 
duty by the collector of customs at the 
port of New York, the following is the 
report by General Appraiser Shar- 


‘etts:— 

These protests cover scented waters, 
such as orange-flower water, rose water, 
cherry water, laurel water, etc., upon 
which duty was assessed at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem under the pro- 
vision of paragraph 68 for non-alcoholic 
medicinal preparations, the importers 
claiming the same to be free of duty 
under paragraph 614, or, alternatively, at 
one-fourth of 1 cent per pound and 10 
per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 20, 
or at 10 or 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
section 6 of the tariff act of 1897. 

In G. A. 1042 and G. A. 5653 the board 
held orange flower water to be a medi- 
cinal preparation and to be dutiable as 
such. The Circuit Court for the Southern 
District of New York upon review of G. A. 
5653 (supra) affirmed the same. 

On the authority of said decisions, we 
hold the merchandise now before us to be 
dutiable at the rate of 25 per cent. ad 
valorem under paragraph 68, as assessed, 
and affirm the collector’s decision in each 
case, the protests being overruled.

Bounty on Lead. 


Consul Smith, of Victoria, British Co- 
lumbia, writes that the bounty placed 
on lead in that country has given the 
industry great impetus. The consul 
says:— 

The total production of lead in British 
Columbia for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1905, is officially stated to be 55,752,019 
pounds, or a little over 27,871 tons. For 
the year 1904 the total production was 
18,323 tons; 1903, 9,044; 1902, 11,268; 1901, 25,791; 
1900, 31,674. The figures tell of an industry 
which had dwindled to less than one-third 
of its top production in three years and 
which in two years more, through the 
bounty, has almost regained its old posi- 
tion. The product of the year is the best 
but one in any twelve months in the his- 
tory of the province. 

Of the 27,871 tons produced this year, 
11,000 tons have been exported, while the 
remainder, nearly 17,000 tons, has been 
smelted in British Columbia. The rate of 
bounty paid varies with the London price, 
and is less for exported lead than for that 
treated locally, viz., $10 a ton in the first 
case, $15 in the second. It is roughly 
figured that the total amount of bounty 

aid will be about $340,000 out of the 

500,000 set aside by the government for 
that purpose. The value of the total pro- 
duction of lead in British Columbia in 
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1904 is officially reported as amounting to 
$1,421,374, while the combined product of 
lead in all the other provinces of Canada 
is given as $215,546. 


Mexico's New Tariff 


Consul Louis Kaiser, of Mazatlin, 
Mexico, sends a synopsis of the modi- 
fied tariff recently enacted by Mexico 
and which becomes operative on and 
after September 1 next. In the list 
which Consul Kaiser forwards are the 
items on which increases have been 
made. The old and new rates are 
given—the old rates inserted in paren- 
theses. The gross kilo includes the en- 
tire packing or casing; the net kilo is 
the goods without packing or casing. 
The legal kilo is that prescribed in the 
tariff act and affected by certain regu- 
lations named in the act. Following 
are the items of interest to readers of 


the Reporter: 

Candles, tallow, per gross kilo (18 cents). 
20 cents. 

Candles, or wax tapers, per legal kilo 
(60 cents), 70 cents. 

Oil, impure mineral, per net 100 kilos (3 
cents per net kilo), $3.30, 

Oil, refined, mineral, benzine, paraffin, 
and mineral wax, per legal kilo (8 cents), 
9 cents. 

Paste, Italian, per gross kilo (8 cents), 
12 cents. 

Wax tapers, per gross kilo (60 cents), 70 
cents. 

Wire, iron or steel, 1 millimeter or less 
in diameter, per gross kilo (8 cents), 9 


cents, 
per 100 gross kilos, 
$2.50. 

Foreign goods will only be subject, on 
their importation, to the foregoing rates 
plus the tax of 1% or 2 per cent. collected 
by the custom houses in behalf of the 
municipalities, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of article 7 of the general custom- 
house ordinance, and in giving cases the 
loading and unloading dues instituted by 
decree of July 1, 1898. In consequence the 
decree of November 25, 1902, which laid 
down the present basis for the assessment 
and collection of the duties incidental to 
the importation of foreign merchandise; 
article 106 of the law of April 25, 1893, and 
article 4 of the law of May 4, 1895, which, 
respectively, created a stamp tax on for- 
eign playing cards and foreign alcoholic 
and fermented beverages are abrogated.

Methylated Alcohol in England. 


Washington, July 28, 1905. 


*The movement in the United States for 
free alcohol for industrial purposes and 
the efforts which the German Government 
has recently made to reduce the cost of 
denaturized spirits to the consumer have 
caused much uneasiness to British manu- 
facturers and a special departmental com- 
mittee was recently appointed to suggest 
plans for relaxing the restrictions on the 
use of methylated spirits in England, 
which it is claimed place the British man- 
ufacturer at a disadvantage in competing 
with his German rival in neutral markets 
and to some extent in those of Great 
Britain. This committee has completed 
its work and filed its report, an abstract 
of which has been received by the Depart- 
ment of Commerce and Labor, proving to 
be a powerful argument in favor of the 
adoption of an enlightened free alcohol 
policy in the United States. 

lt is made perfectly clear that British 
manufacturers are handicapped in their 
competition with Germany by minor re- 
strictions, wholly unnecessary to the pro- 
tection of the revenue, and by charging 
the cost of official supervision to the man- 
ufacturers using alcohol, a clear dis- 
crimination in view of the fact that the 
British Government, like that of the 
United States, performs the work of reve- 
nue supervision of the manufacture of 
distilled spirits, malt liquors, tobacco, etc., 
gratuitously, meeting the expense from the 
current revenue collections. The recom- 
mendation is made ar the committee that 
in denaturizing spirits used on a large 
scale by reputable concerns fiving the 
customary bond, the quantity of methylat- 
ing agent should be reduced to a mini- 
mum, thereby saving at least one-half the 
cost of the denaturizing process, 

It is calculated that the effect of the 
adoption of the recommendations of the 
committee would be to give British man- 
ufacturers a considerable advantage over 
those of Germany, but it is apparent that 
the cost of producing pure grain spirits in 
England is much greater than in the 
United States, and that the adoption of 
a simple but entirely effective system of 
methylating in this country would enable 
American manufacturers of products in 
which considerable quantities of alcohal 
are used to undersell their rivals in all 
neutral markets. The abstract of the 
committee's report given below will be 
read by manufacturers with great inter- 
est not only as reflecting the efforts now 
being made by Great Britain to recover 
her trade in chemicals, pharmaceutical 
roducts, dyes, etc., but also as suggest- 
ng details for the administration of a 
free alcohol law in the United States. The 
British Departmental Committee was ap- 
pointed by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. Following is an abstract of this 
report:— 

“A certain number of manufacturers have 
taken advantage of Section 8 of the Finance 
Act of 1902, which provides adequate facilities 
for the use of spirit in manufactures, but there 
is in some quarters a very inadequate acquaint- 
ance with its provisions and much failure to 
appreciate its significance, so that the bene- 


for fences, 


ficial effects of the act have been less widely 
diffused than they might have been, 

‘‘Hindrances to Use of Industrial Alcohol.— 
The hindrances to the use of spirit for indus- 
trial purposes in the United Kingdom are that 
‘ordinary’ methylated spirit is in some cases 
unsuitable, and that its cost is somewhat heav- 
ily enhanced as compared with pure spirit, 
owing to the expense of ‘denaturing’ and the 
cost of the excise restrictions required in the 
interests of the revenue. The cost of methy- 
lating may be put at between 3d. and 4d. per 
bulk gallon of strong spirit, while the increased 
price due to revenue restrictions is about 5d., 
so that of the price eventually paid by the 
manufacturer, which at present may be taken 
at from 20d. to 22d. per bulk gallon for large 
quantities at wholesale price, about 8%d. is 
attributable to precautions on behalf of the 
revenue. The two considerations (a) of the 
conditions in which spirit must be used, and 
(b) of the price at which it can be procured, 
affect different industries in very varying de- 
grees. Speaking generally, the committee has 
no hesitation in saying that, taking the whole 
range of industrial enterprises employing al- 
cohol, the question of price is infinitely the 
more important of the two. The number of 
cases in which it has been conclusively shown 
that ordinary methylated spirit is seriously 
detrimental by reason of its character are re- 
markably few, whereas the cases are numerous 
in which a difference of, say 6d. per bulk gal- 
lon in the price of the alcohol might make all 
the difference between profit or loss in the car- 
rying on of an enterprise. 

“Coal Tar Color Industry.—Inquiry was made 
by the committee into the condition of employ- 
ment of alcohol in some of the more important 
industries. With reference to the coal tar color 
industry, which originated and at one time 
flourished in this country, it has frequently 
been asserted that this has been lost to us very 
largely, if not mainly, by reason of the ob- 
stacles in the way of a cheap and untrammeled 
supply of alcohol. The committee examined 
a number of witnesses, and on a review of all 
the evidence pro and con they are satisfied that 
the assertion that the coal tar color industry 
has been lost to this country on account of ob- 
stacles to the use of alcohol is destitute of sub- 
stantial foundation. In their opinion the cause 
which predominated over all others was the 
failure of those responsible for the manage- 
ment and for the finance of the industry here 
during the years 1860-1880 to realize the vital 
importance of its scientific side, and their 
consequent omission to provide adequately for 
its development on that side. (Subsequently 
Sir William Holland, M. P., and Mr, John 
Scott-Montagu, M. P., modified their assent to 
this opinion to the extent of stating that ob- 
stacles to the use of alcohol have been shown 
to be one of the contributory causes of the loss 
of the industry.) Large classes of the coal 
tar colors—alizarine, indigo and the greater 
number of the azo dyes—require no alcohol for 
their manufacture, the proportion of the whole 
output demanding alcohol ranging from 10 per 
cent, of the German authorities to the 20 to 25 
per cent. of Professor Green. Nevertheless the 
committee is of opinion that, for those dye- 
stuffs for which alcohol is essential, its price 
and the conditions of its use are matters of 
great moment, and that, if the hope is to be 
entertained of recovering any considerable 
portion of this trade, more favorable condi- 
tions must be established in respect of the 
use of alcohol. 

“Smokeless Powders, Pharmaceutical Prod- 
ucts, Fine Chemicals.—As to smokeless pow- 
der, the committee points out that there is 
probably no industry in which exceptional ad- 
vantages as regards the use of spirit, under 
the act of 1902, could be accorded with less 
risk to the revenue. In the manufacture of 
pharmaceutical products and fine chemicals al 
cohol plays a very important part, and its use 
in a large and probably increasing number of 
substances (such as synthetic perfumes, antl- 
pyrine, phena:etin, sulphonal and so on) at @ 
price not exceeding that in competing coun- 
tries, and under conditions not inimical to the 

uality and character of the compounds pro- 
uced is essential to the existence of the in- 
suet. Although there are certain difficulties 
in this industry, the committee sees no reasor 
why they should not be overcome, 

“Ether, Artificial Silk.—The report states that 
the production of ether has become a most im- 
ortant industry, but ordinary methylated spirit 
is generally quite suitable. The question was. 
however, raised in the course of the inquiry 
as to whether the present rates of import duty 
on ethers are the correct equivalents of the 
pe payable on the spirit necessary to produce 
them. 

**Lacquers, Varnishes, etc.—For lacquers and 
varnishes the committee sonsiders that neither 
the character nor the price of spirit under ex 
isting conditions creates any serious hindrance, 
except, perhaps, for goods exported. In the 
home market the trade enjoys a considerable 
measure of practical protection, owing to im- 
ene lacquers and varnishes containing spirit 

ing charged full spirit duty on the quantity 
of spirit contained. 

‘General Conclusions.—The committee arrived 
at the following general conclusions:— 

‘(L.) That where spirit is used for general 
purposes such as heating or lighting the pres- 
ent ‘mineralized’ methylated spirit is satis- 
factory both to the revenue and the public. 
The regulations in regard to its distribution 
might, however, be appreciably relaxed in re 
spect of the 2uantities that retailers may keep 
in stock, or may sell at any one time to @ 
customer, and that these regulations should be 
left to be prescribed from time to time by the 
Board of Inland Revenue. 

*“(IL.) That where spirit is used for industrial 
purposes the Finance act of 1902 provides ade- 
quate and satisfactory machinery for securing 
that the spirit may be used in a condition that 
is suitable to each particular purpose of manu- 
facture. The machinery is elastic—much more 
so than in Germany—and it permits of every 
reasonable process of denaturing, or even of 
the use of spirit in a pure state. For more 
than this it would be impossible to ask. 

“(IIL.) That something more is required in 
order to place spirit used in manufactures on a 
satisfactory footing as regards cost. Anything 
in the nature of a bounty is undesirable, but 
such arrangements should be made as would 
free the price of industrial spirit from the 
enhancement due to the indirect influence of 
the spirit duties. To diminish the excise re- 
strictions might mitigate this influeence, but 
probably not to any great extent. For, with a 
duty of over 1,000 per cent. on the prime cost 
of an article, revenue control must of neces- 
sity be strict. Moreover, the gain to industry 
would be at the risk of the revenue, and a 
duty that yields over £20,000,000. per annum is 
a public interest that cannot be trifled with. 
To relieve imported spirit from the surtax 
would be unfair, and its effect would be to 
give to the State-aided spirits frum Germany 
and Russia a practical monopoly of this mar- 
ket. The committee consider that the only 


adequate course is to neutralize, for industrial 
spirit, the enhanced cost of production due to 
excise control, by granting, as is done in the 
case of exported alcohol, an allowance on such 
spirit at such rate as may from time to time 
be taken as the equivalent of the increase in 
cost of production due to revenue restrictions. 
At the present time the rate is 3d. per proof 
gallon for plain spirits and the allowance 
would accordingly be at this rate, and should 
ne paid equally on all industrial spirit, whether 
of British or of foreign origin. 

“‘As to the cost of methylation, the commit- 
tee think that the charge on the manufacturer 
might reasonably be limited to the cost of dena- 
turing agents and of the mixing of them with 
the spirit, and that he should not be reqyired 
to pay the cost of the attendance of the excise 
officers, unless made at irregular times, and for 
the special convenience of the manufacturer. 
They are further of opinion that in the case 
of ‘‘urdinary’’ methylated spirit, which can 
only be used by persons holding an authority 
from, and under heavy bond to, the Commis- 
sioners of Inland Revenue, the formula of 
methylation may safely be modified and the 
proportion of wood-naphtha reduced, so that the 
mixture may consist of 95 volumes of spirit 
to five of wood-naphtha. ‘This will at once 
somewhat cheapen the methylated spirit and 
cuminish any prejudicial effect that the chemi- 
cal properties of wood-naphtha may have for 
certain manufactures, while it will sufficiently 
“earmark” the spirit to allow of detection by 
enalysis. 

‘“‘With regard to the committee’s recommen- 
dation that methylic alcohol for industrial pur- 
poses should be accorded special treatment, this 
could be done by exempting it from the con- 
dition of the proviso to Section 8 of the Act of 
1902, which requires payment of the surtax on 
all imported spirit used for manufacture, and 
by the Board of Inland Revenue exercising 
their discretion under the section in the matter 
of denaturing in such a way as to permit the 
use of methylic alcohol practically pure. 

‘‘The committee think it right in the interests 
of the revenue that special denaturing agents 
authorized for use in particular industries 
should be subject to official test, and that man- 
ufacturers using specially-denatured alcohol 
should keep such books as may be prescribed 
showing the receipts and issues of tne spirit, 
the manner in which it has been distributed, 
and the quantities of the articles manufactured 
with it, 

“The committee believe that, if these recom- 
mendations are adopted, it would place the 
manufacturers of this country who use alcohol 
In industry on a footing of equality, and in 
some respects of advantage, as compared with 
their competitors abroad. As regards price, the 
grant of the export allowance would make the 
average price of industrial spirit in the United 
Kingdom even lower than the average price 
in Germany. The price, exclusive of the cost 
of denaturing, would under present conditions 
be about 7d. the proof gallon, or about 11%d. 
the bulk gallon at 64 over proof—the strength 
common in industrial spirit. That is as low 
as the minimum price paid by users in Ger- 
many in 1902, when spirit was abnormally 
cheap, and is much below the figures of 154d. 
per proof gallon, or 25%d. per bulk gallon, 
which is the present price in Germany. Fur 
ther, the price of spirit in this country, where 
all materials may be freely used and where 
none of general use are subject to taxation, is 
a stable price. In Germany the conditions of 
production tend to wide and rapid fluctuations 
in price. Any increased demand for industrial 
spit must for a long time to come lie well 
within the limit of 3% millions of proof gallons, 
This estimate serves also to assign a limit 
within which the charge to the Exchequer, re- 
sulting from the proposed allowance of 3d. per 
proof gallon, will be confined. The present 
consumption of such spirit is about 3% millions 
proof gallons, on which the allowance would be 
£40,000, The utmost expansion that can be 
regarded as attainable within a _ reasonable 
measure of time would double that sum, and 
it may safely be assumed that any immediate 
expansion will be moderate and gradual. 


SUMMARY OF RECOMMENDATIONS, 

“I. That an allowance be granted to all 
industrial spirit, whether of British or foreign 
srigin, at a rate from time to time prevailing 
for the allowance to British plain spirits on 
export, 

“II, That imported methylic alcohol be re- 
lieved from the obligation to pay the surtax 
iinposed by the proviso to Section 8 of the 
Finance Act, 1902; and that methyiic alconol ve 
accorded favorable treatment in the matter of 
denaturing. 

“III That ‘ordinary’ methylated — spirit 
should contain only per cent. of wood- 
naphtha, instead of 10 per cent. 

“IV. That no charge should be made on 
manufacturers for the regular attendance of 
excise officers to supervise denaturing opera- 
tions, or the use of denatured spirit, in fac- 
tories taking the benefit of Section 8 of the 
Finance Act, 1902. 

“V. That where spirit is allowed to be de- 
natured with special agents, such agents should 
be subject to official test and approval; and 
that accounts should be kept by the user 
showing receipts of spirit into store, the issues 
thereof from store in detail, and the quantities 
of goods produced. 

“VI. That in the manufacture of fine chemi- 
cals and pharmaceutical products, spirit spe- 
cially denatured should be allowed only where 
the manufacture is kept entirely separate from 
the manufacture of tinctures and other prepa- 
tations in which spirit remains as spirit in the 
finished product. 

“Vil. That the regulations governing the 
sale by retail of mineralized methylated spirit 
should be made less stringent and more 
elastic.”’ 

The committee’s recommendation that 
in the manufacture of fine chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, spirits specially 
denatured should be allowed ‘“‘only where 
the manufacture is kept entirely separate 
from the manufacture of tinctures and 
other preparations in which spirit remains 
as spirit in the finished product,” will 
serve to remind American manufacturers 
that the British Government has gone so 
far as to permit the use of a considerable 
variety of denaturizing agents for th 
purpose of stimulating industries in whic 
ordinary methylated alcohol could not be 
used. The fact is significant as showing 
the efforts which foreign governments are 
willing to make to aid their nome indus- 
tries, and affords a marked contrast with 
the indifferent policy of the American 
Congress, which ‘stands pat’’ not only on 
a tariff law designed to reserve the home 
market for domestic manufactures, but 
also on an internal revenue system which 
shuts our producers out of the great 
markets of the world.

The market for paints and colors 
throughout the month of July has 
undergone no radical changes, except 
for Paris green, which shows a fair rise 
in prices, in response to an unexpect- 
ed good demand from the cotton belt 
for supplies to exterminate the cotton 
worm. Sales for the month: of July, 
notwithstanding the extreme hot weath- 
er, have been much larger than was 
anticipated, This was particularly no- 
ticeable in lead products, of which fair- 
ly large quantities, for indoor work of 
public buildings and elevated railroads 
and for bridges, passed into consump- 
tion. Manufacturers, in general, are 
making preparations to meet the fall 
demand, which is near at hand, and in- 
dications point to an active demand. 
The paint business for this year prom- 
ises to exceed the volume of sales for 
last year, which is due, in part, to the 
enormous increase in buildings and an 
absence of labor troubles, which hereto- 
fore restricted business to a great ex- 
tent. There has been unusual activity in 
lead products in the way of deliveries 
on contracts, considering the time of 
the year, and stocks are kept at a low 
point. Zines are firmer and an advance 
in the near future is not improbable 


White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


WHITE LEAD.—The much-talked-of 
advance in the raw metal came rather 
unexpected on Wednesday last, when 
the Smelting Company advanced prices 
$2 per ton, taking effect at once. Mean- 
while corroders are doing “a heap of 
thinking’ as to what the future has in 
store for them as regards linseed oil 
and pig lead, the former having ad- 
vanced several cents during the past 
month, For the present prices for lead 
in oil remain unchanged, but card 
prices are more strictly adhered to than 
previously has been the case. The de- 
mand for lead in oil is exceptionally 
good for this period of the year, cor- 
roders being pushed hard to make de- 
liveries, which usually are held up un- 
til later in August. Dealers also are be- 
hind with their deliveries for consump- 
tion. Additidnal sales in a limited way 
are daily being made on the basis of 
64%c. and upward, as to quantity and 
terms of sale. Dry lead is scarce, and 
grinders and other consumers of this 
oxide have to be satisfied with such 
stocks as corroders can give them upon 
existing contracts. There is more in- 
quiry for forward from grinders, both 
here and at Western points, who are in 
the market for several additional thou- 
sand tons for delivery over the balance 
of the year, but corroders are indiffer- 
ent, as they can obtain better prices 
for their lead in oil than for this oxide. 
For the present we quote 5%c. and up, 
as to quantity and terms of sale, with 
chances that prices may be revised at 
an early date. Foreign makes of lead 
in oil are in good request for indoor 
work, and prices are held steady on 
the basis of 9%c. and upward, as tc 
quantity, make and terms of sale. 

RED LEAD.—There is siill a scarcity 
of stocks of this oxide in excess of reg- 
ular contract deliveries, with price held 
firm on the basis of 64c. and upward, 
as to quantity and terms of sale, with 
intimations that prices may be _ ad- 
vanced in the near future. English is 
firmer, with more inquiry for fall de- 
livery from Western buyers. Prices are 
held steady at 8%c. and up, as to grade 
and quantity, with more demand also 
for glassmakers’ grades for September 
delivery on the basis of 74c. and up- 
ward, as to grade, quantity and terms 
of sale. German is also in better re- 
quest for late August or early Septem- 
ber delivery at various Western points 
on the basis of 8%c. for extra and 6%¢, 
and upward for ordinary grades, as to 
quantity and terms of sale. 

LITHARGE.—There is more inquiry 
from the glassmakers ¢s well as other 
large consumers of this oxide for fall 
delivery. The advance in the raw metal 
has given a firmer tone to the market, 
with less pressure to sell below the 
range of 54%@6%c., as to grade, quan- 
tity and terms of sale. 

ORANGE MINERAL.—French is firm- 
er, in sympathy with the primary mar- 
ket. So far, however, no change in 
values have been made as yet. There 
is more inquiry for forward delivery, in 
anticipation of an early advance. Mean- 
while prices remains firm on the basis 
of le. for 5 casks and over, and for 
jobbing parcels of special brands at 
114c, and other makes at 101c. and up- 
ward, as to quantity, packing and 
terms of sale. German is in better re- 
quest for fall delivery, on the basis of 
10c. for extra and 7%c. and up for or- 
dinary grades, as to quantity and terms 
of sale. Buyers and consumers of do- 
mestic have to be satisfied with such 
stocks as makers can give them upon 
existing contracts. Prices remain firm 
at 8c and up, as to quantity, less the 
usual discount terms. 

PIG LEAD.—ON Wednesday the 
Smelting Company advanced prices for 
50 tons and over $2 per ton at all points, 
to take effect at once. Foreign markets 
are all higher, and should this advance 
be maintained another rise in values 4 
may come at any moment, For the’.

19 and $19@21, respectively, according 
to quality, milling and terms of sale. 
Off-colored domestic grades are held at

CHALK.—Shipments of chalk from 
abroad have been very light and only 
one vessel, the Chelmsford, is afloat 
with a full cargo. No further charters 
of vessels have been made, owing to 
the scarcity of the latter and very 
high freight rates asked. Whiting man- 
ufacturers, however, are well supplied 
with goods and aside from the latter 
consumers, the demand has been mod- 
erately fair. Quotations remain sta- 
tionary for the standard qualities which 
are quoted at $3 and upward, accord- 
ing to quantity, quality and terms of 
sale. 

CHINA CLAY.—As a result of the 
scarcity of vessels abroad and the high 
freight rates demanded, shipments are 
being restricted on contracts which 
only expire in January. The spot sup- 
ply of imported is very light and care 
load lots ex store are fetching from 
$11.50 to $17.50 per ton, at which range 
of prices a fair business has been done 
First hands are quoting spot carload 
lots of imported at $11 per ton and up- 
ward, delivered, according to quality 
and terms of sale, 

FULLER’S EARTH,.—Under moder- 
ate sales of spot carload lots and no 
selling pressure, prices continue to re- 
main stationary with the undertone 
steady. Holders are quoting spot car-

PUTTY.—Aside from sales of small 
lots for immediate consumption, busi- 
ness during the week has been slow. 
In response ta the strong markets for 
the raw materials, prices for the vari- 
ous grades of putty show strength. 
Manufacturers are offering parcels on 
the basis of $1.10 and upward on de- 
liveries of 10 tubs, and $1.15 per 100 lbs. 
On deliveries of 5 tubs of commercial 
in barrels or tubs, and linseed oil at 
$1.70@1.75, less discounts, according to 
quantity, f. 0. b. New York, 

TALC.—The high grades and fine 
milled of domestic spot goods have be- 
come scarce and in good request, result- 
ing in an accumulation of orders, which 
dealers in most instances are unable 
to fill. The scarcity of goods on the 
spot is due in part to the delay in goods 
in transit and orders are now only 
booked subject to no guarantee for a 
specified time for delivery. For ar- 
rival a fair business at prices ranging 
principally from $24@25 per ton deliv- 
ered, has been done. The supply of the 
cheaper grades of domestic is abundant 
and in light demand. In the imported 
high grades fair import orders and de- 
liveries on contracts have been booked. 
The jobbing is fairly good and business 
on the whole during this and last 
month shows an increase. We hear 
that several carload lots of domestic 
have been rejected owing to quality and 





milling being inferior to sample on 
which the sale was made. Spot carload 
lots of domestic are quoted at $15@25, 
French at $15@30, and Italian at $20@75 
per ton, according to quality, milling, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

TERRA ALBA.—The demand is be- 
ing confined to small lots to fill urgent 
requirements and trade in: carload lots 
lacks animation.

LINSEED.—While many of the mills 
are shut down, as usual during July, 
generally they have a fair amount of 
oil on hand to meet the current wants 
of their trade. Sales are being made 
for prompt August and early Septem- 
ber at 5lc. for State and Western. There 
is an unusual good jobbing demand for 
this period of the year for City at 53@ 
54c, for raw and 2c. higher for boiled. 
Recently there was a limited quantity 
of oil booked for October-March on the 
basis of 42c. Since then neither buyers 
or sellers are anxious to trade on this 
basis, chiefly the former, who are look- 
ing for 40c. oil. We discuss editorially 
the “gold brick” which the daily papers 
gave out early in the week regarding 
the shutting down of the mills in the 
various sections of the country. 

COTTONSEED.—So far as the pres- 
ent market goes prices rise and fall 
with operations of the large companies. 
Since the close of our last prices for 
cotton oil have advanced about %c. over 
the previous week. This advance is 
caused chiefly by manipulation for | 
higher prices, led up by liquidation of 
September deliveries, which are _ re- 
ported as being large, having been 
Switched into October. There is only a 
limited demand from the home trade, 
with almost none from the packers, 
but this may come later in August, and 
what export business there is consists 
chiefly of deliveries upon old contracts. 
What new business which has come to 
hand is for choice grades at full prices. 
There has been considerable business 
done in new crop meal, particulars of 
which have not yet been made public. 
New crude also has been dealt in to 
some extent, about 20 tanks being 
placed with various refiners for Octo- 
ber to January, on the basis of 23c., 
and further sales could be made at 
about this figure, but with present crop 
conditions mills are not anxious to sell 
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Receipts, 2,749 bbls. Tuesday buyers 
were cautious and bid 4c, under sell- 
ers’ views, but before the close there 
was more demand for later months, 
with sales of 500 July, 28%4c.; 1,100 Sep- 
tember, 29%c.; 700 October, 30c.; 2,000 
do., 30%c., and 3,000 September, 29%c. 
Receipts, 981 bbls. Wednesday there 
was more pressure to sell at the open- 
ing, but prices recovered %c. during 
the day. 2,900 September, at 30c.; 400 
do., 30%c.; 1,000 August, 29%4c.; 2,000 Oc- 
tober, 30%c.; 500 do., 30%4c.; 900 do., 
30%c.; 200 do., 3lc. Receipts, 147 bbls. 
Thursday more demand, especially for 
later months at 4c. up, 700 September, 
30%c.; 40 August, 2914c.; 200 July, 29%c., 
and 500 do., 29%c. Receipts, 1,895 bbls. 
Friday there was more pressure to sell 
later months, but buyers and sellers 
apart in their views. 200 August, 29%c.; 
500 September, 30%4c.; 700 October, 
30%c., and 500 do., 3lc. Bids of 4c. less 
all around were made for several 
round lots, but failed to attract sellers, 
Receipts, 671 bbls. Nothing of impor- 
tance was done, as usal on Saturday, 
the market being closed at noon.

MENHADEN.—Some reports note 
that fishing in the South is improving 
and others claim no improvement, In 
the North the catches are of a fair 
average.

In the pressed 
oils business in jobbing lots has been 
quiet and dealers are quoting on the 
basis of 28c. for brown strained. Car- 
load lots could have purchases on the 
basis of 23@24c. per gallon, delivered, 
for light strained. Exports of crude 
oil from Baltimore for the week ended 
July 27 embraced 200 bbls. to Glasgow 
and 100 bbls, to Havre. 

NEATSFOOT.—Trade in this depart- 
ment continues dull and only a small 
routine business is being carried on at 
previous prices. Carload lot quotations 
are nominal and manufacturers are 
holding prime at 49c. and upward, and 
cold test oils on the basis of 95c. and 
upward for 20 deg. 

RED.—Trade has not improved and 
only a small hand-to-mouth business 
has been done. Quotations remain 
steady and nominal for carload lots of 
saponified at 4%@4%c., according to 
brand and terms of sale. We hear of a 
sale of about 1,000 bbls., f. 0. b. factory, 
at 4%c. Elaine remains steady but 
quiet, manufacturers naming 3lc. and 
upward for carload lots, according to 
quality and terms of sale. Inferior 
makes of saponified oil are obtainable 
at 3%c. and below. 

TALLOW OIL.—The demand re- 
mains seasonably dull and small lots 
for immediate consumption have been 
traded in.

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The Cotton Oil Mill and the Feeder.* 
BY gO W. ALLISON. 


Mr. President, Fellow Member 
Swine Breeders’ Association, 
Gentlemen:— 

In responding to the courteous invita- 
tion of your president to speak to you 
here to-day, I have much the feeling that, 
i imagine, would fill the breast of a pupil 
of the fourth grade on being called upon 
to address the assembled faculty of his 
school, on the science of pedagogies. 

Please allow me, therefore, at the very 
Gutset to disarm your criticism and be- 
speak your indulgence with the assurance 
that not in the slightest degree am I here 
in the role of instructor or in any way 
assuming to teach you your business, 
which you knew already with a thor- 
oughness to which I make no prete nsions, 
but to discuss in all modesty and friendli- 
ness, and with no other thought than 
that of mutual improvement and benefit, 
the relation of your business to mine 
with which, after a lifetime of effort an 
study, | may claim some degree of fa- 

illarity. 

iaases, so closely interwoven are the in- 

terests of the breeder and feeder of live 

stock in the South, and the manufacturer 
of the Souths most valuable feeding ma- 
terial, that they may be said to be mu- 
tually dependent one upon the other, and 
everything which tends © sive to either 
increased knewledge of the other or to 
clear away any barriers that ignorance or 
prejudice may have erected between them, 
cannet but result in goon to them both. 

Yours is a business hoary with See, anc 
has been handed down to you rich with the 
wisdom that was already old when nearly 
two thousand years ago the gentle shep- 
herds tending their flocks on the hills of 
Judea saw and reverently recogniged that 
star that marked the begipning of a new 
and broader life to all mankind, and, as we 
learn from the same high authority, has 
had its trials and vexations that did not 
begin and unhappily did not end, with 
that ancient swine breeder, who, on the 
rocky coast of the Gergensenes, saw his 
entire herd of some two thousand head 

uddenly twist their tails and ran squeal- 
ing into the sea and drawn themselves, 
and was told that they did so under 
Satanic influence. But who, under the 
light of modern science, might have 
learned that they died of that mysteri- 
ously indefinite and as yet perhaps un- 
proven swine trouble of Jater times, ‘‘cot- 
tonseed meal poisoning.” 

My business, thougn, in its crude begin- 
ning nearly as old as yours, for I have 
myself, in far away Bastern lands, seen 
cotton oil mills in which it is not im- 
probable to say may have made cake 
that might have been fed to the very 
swine in the unfortunate herd just re- 
ferred to, is in its present eondition one 
of the latest developments of modern in- 
vention. Se new that I doubt not there 
may be those within the sound of my 
voice who remember its beginning. So 
young that I myself built the seventh of 
the seven hundred and odd mills that now 
cover the South, and have seen the busi- 
ness from that small beginaing grow into 
the South’s most prominent manufactur- 
ing industry, utilizing what was only a 
few years ago practically a waste ma- 
terial, representing an investment of over 
a hundred million of dollars, giving em- 

loyment to thousands of her people, add- 
ing about twenty millions per annum to 
her material wealth, and sending its 
products to every land where American 
enterprise has made an anes and 
American commeree has found a foothold. 

But as widely separated as are the two 
industries in [ee and in the scattered 
divergence oO their products, they are 
clasely and intimately allied in their oom- 
mon effort for the material development 
of our beloved South, and in their mutual 
dependence one upok the other. And it 
is upon this mutual interest and mutual 
dependence that I propese to speak to you 
to-day and for its closer and more inti- 
mate cultivation to plead And if an 
earnest purpese, to speak in_ perfect 
frankness and sincerity and a full under- 
standing of the common interest involved, 
shall merit your: confidence, then of this 
I amt already assured. 

Of the seven hundred and twenty-three 
cotton oil mills in the entire South, one 
hundred and eighty-three are located in 
Texas, and the Territories. These one 
hundred and eighit-three mills have a 
maximum annual crush of nearly one 
million tons of cotton seed and produce 
something less than four hundred thou- 
gand tons of eottonseed cake and meal. 
Of this cake and meal about two-thirds 
or about two hundred and fifty thousand 
tons is experted to foreign countries, per- 
haps twenty-five thousand tens sipped 
to other States, leaving about one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand tons, or 
something less than one-third of the total 
to be consumed at home, in the territory 
of its production. 

What a tremendous waste of material 
wealth, what an enormous drain upon the 
fertility of our soil is represented in the 
annual exportation of this two hundred 
and seventy-five thousand tons of this 
highly concentrated feeding and fertiliz- 
ing material it is hard to appreciate, but 
may perhaps be understood when it is 
retmembered that chemistry teaches us 
that the manurial valeu of the droppings 
of the animals to which have been fed a 
ton of cottonseed meal is actually greater 
that the average Esse price of the meal 
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itself. Indeed, no @ss an authority than 
our owr Dr. Geo. 8. Fraps of your own 
State Experiment Station fixes the value 
of plant food in the average ton of cot- 
tonseed meal at twenty-three dollars and 
seventy cents ($23.70) and says that only 
a comparatively small part of @his is 
retained in the antmal, and that “with a 
liberal allowance for this the value of the 
excreta would be twenty dollars for each 
ton of meal fed." This means that every 
year Texas in exporting this two hundred 
and seventy-five thousand tons of cotton- 
seed meal, every ton of which sh should 
consume at home, is also sending away 
without one cent’s return five and one- 
_, satlions of dollars’ worth of her soils 

er y. 

What, then, would be the difference in 
the annual material wealth of our Texas, 
if instead of sending away this enomous 
quantity of fertility to enrich the soils 
of foreign lands, it was kept at home, fed 
40 our own domestic animals and through 
their stomachs returned to the goll from 
which it sprang, you can well imagine. 


*Anm address delivered before the Texas

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And as it all is ultimately used as feed 
in the countries to which it is sent, how 
much greater would be our profit in it 
were the feeding done here, the manurial 
vaiue retained, and the fatted animals 
themselves exported. 

But, it may be asked, can Texas consume 
the enormous annual output of this highly 
concentrated feeding stuff? Let us see.

for every ene of which, fed in greater or 
sluaLer Quantiues cottonseed meal has 
been shown by repeated scientific tests 
and long practical experience to be the 
very best and cheapest feed on earth. 
Living as we do in a State where all sail 
and ciimatie conditions conspire to the 
most luxuriant production of many valu- 
abie teeding materials, and the natural 
pusturage affords hearty sustenance for 
the greater portion of the year, it is by 
no means to be presumed that even any 
iarge number of these animais would at 
any time be entirely dependent on cotton- 
seod meal, On the other hand, it will 
not be denied that even under the very 
favorable conditions that surround us, 
there are certain days in every year when 
ail these animais demand and could with 
great profit be given other rations than 
those furnished by the natural ranges, 
and that some of them require these ra- 
uuonms every day in the year. 

Presuming, then, that conditions should 
arise when all of these animals could be 
put on average rations of cottonseed 
meal, iet us see how far the maximum 
annual output of all the cotton oil mills 
would go toward supplying this demand.

and waiting and needing only a better 
understanding of feeding values to de- 
mand a channel for the disposal of every 
pound and more of this vaiuable feedin 

material now being sent away to be sol 

with all the added costs of freight and 
selling charges to the more critical feed- 
ers ef foreign lands. And remember, too, 
that these figures are not based on ‘teed- 
ing these animals on cottonseed meal 
alone, but on giving them in connection 
with other less nitrogeneous foods only sq 
much cottonseed meal as would give them 
a properly balanced ration for the number 
of days mentioned. 

There is yet another point of view from 
whieh it may be of interest to see this 
question. In our State very many, if not 
nearly all, the feeders of live stock are 
themselves sellers of cottonseed, the raw 
material from which cottonseed meal is 
made. Now when these sellers of seed 
become buyers of meal, the question of 
money values for either product disap- 
pears, and it becomes one of the ex- 
changes or barter of the same feeding 
material in different forms, and this is a 
phase of the business in which all the 
mills are or should be particularly inter- 
ested, and in which they stand ready to 
meet you On more than half way grounds. 
No one will deny that raw cottonseed has 
much value, both as a feeding and fer- 
tilizing material, but no one sufficiently 
informed in the matter will contend that 
it will compare either in actual value or 
convenienee of use with the resultant 
meal and hulls, 

Indeed, most farmers now understand 
and are ready to concede that a ton of

1,650 
of feeding material, and this not in proper 
proportion of fat and protein or in good 
shape for digestion, 

But it is this same oil, almost valueless 
to you as an animal food, that is of most 
value to the mills, and to secure this, they 
are ready to return to ree, eee of ail 
dirt and foreign matter and ip the best 
possible condition for use, all of the orig- 
inal feeding material contained in the 
ton of seed, and much more besides. And 
it is when this relation of reciprocity be- 
tween seed seller and seed buyer is firmly 
established that all differences disappear, 
the millennium of good feeling appears, 
and the greatest good to both will be had. 

That the superior feeding value of cot- 
tonseed meal for all domestic animals will 
be conceded I have taken for granted, 
and argument or evidence to establish 
this at least for cattle, sheep and goats, 
and perhaps for horses and mules, before 
an audience such as I address to-day, 
would be less than necessary. But as 
years ago we learned these truths from 
the mere careful and critical feeders of 
Great Britain and Europe, who bought 
and fed our cottonseed meal to fattening 
cattle, sheep and goats, and knew its 
excellence as a milk and butter producer 
long before it was recognized for either 
ef these purposes at home. So, taking 
the hint from the swine breeders of far 
away Denmark, we have more recently 
learned that it ts eqaully as valuable as a 
food for swine of all ages, kinds and 
conditions. 

For while you all know that in all the 
markets of Europe and Great Britain the 
peculiar excellence and delicate flavor of 
Danish hams and Danish bacon is so well 
known and so * hly appreciated that 
they are sold at higher prices and espe- 
clally noted on hotel bills of fare, you 
perhaps do not know that no Danish 
eeder ever thinks of sending his hogs to 
market until ghey have been finished on 
American (and this Sean ee Texas) cot- 
tonseed meal. Indee ittle known is 
the excellence of cottonseed meal as a 
hog feed, and so mene has been the 
prejudice against its use for this purpose, 
that a year ago, as strong as has been 
my faith in it for twenty-five years, I 
would have hesitated, in the fear of con- 
troversy, to have advocated it in any 
ge assemblage of swine breeders, un- 

ess indeed I could have begged in ad- 


vance some share of that simple and 
trusting faith that inspired a good old 
preacher of whom I have heard, who 
incautiously told some boys in the morn- 
ing of the Bible lesson he intended to read 
in the evening. The boys found the place 
in the Bible, and glued together the con- 
necting pages in the midst of his story, 
and so when the good man opened the 
book he began to read near the bottom 
of the well-known page, “When Noah 
was one hundred and twenty years old, 
he took unto himself a wife, who was” 
—then turning the page which the bad 
boys had glued—‘‘one hundred and forty 
cubits long, forty cubits wide, built of 
gopher wood and covered with pitch 
inside and out.”” The good man was sadly 
puzzled at this, He read it again, turned 
the page and verified it. He was sorely 
troubled, but he could not question the 
Book before him, and he said: “My 
friends, this is the first time I ever met 
this in all my Bible reading, but I accept 
it as evidence of the assertion that we are 
fearfully and wonderfully made.’’ This, 
I am atraid, is the kind of faith that you 
would have required only a year ago to 
have made you accept my assertion that 
eottonseed meal was a safe, nutritious, 
healthful and economical food for hogs. 
But the “truth is oe and will pre- 
vail,”’ and the assertion which might have 
been doubted then is boldly made to-day, 
supported by so many well-known swine 
breeders and feeders that it were tire- 
some to name them here. But among 
those who in the public prints have given 
unmistakable evidence in its favor I may 
name, M. M, Offult, of Cleburne, Tex 
L. C. Estes, of Groesbeck, vy ee N: 
Hudspeth, ot Bowie, Tex.; ‘Ashley Evans 
of Bonham Tex.; Henry Pangburn, of 
Hutchins, ex.; Dr. J. W. Flower, of 
Dallas, Tex.; J. ty. McWilliams, of Athens, 
Tex.; Ww. Vinson, of Grand Saline, 
Tex., and many more too numerous to 
mention. And in addition to these well- 
known laymen, favorable evidenee will no 
doubt be given in due time from the ex- 
haustive and critical experiment only re- 
cently concluded at the station here, as 
also from the splendid report made to this 
association by your committee appointed 
for the investigation of the question. 

That intelligent and_ skillful feeders 
have had other than favorable results 
cannot be denied. But many of us here 
can well remember when equally as grave 
changes from equally as high authority 
was made against the —— of feeding 
cottonseed meal to cattle any descrip- 
tion, and I have myself in the early days 
of the oil mill industry as the result of 
trials before justices of the peace, reluc- 
tantly but liberally paid for more than 
one cow, clearly proven by the sworn tes- 
timony introduced, to have been poisoned 
by eating cottonseed hulls, and it may be 
that in a shorter period of time than has 
elapsed since these trials were had, the 
statement of the killing of hogs by cot- 
tonseed meal poisoning will sound as 
ridiculous as it does to-day to tell of the 
ae of these cows by eating cottonseed 

ulls. 

If, happily, that day does come, and 
cottonseed meal is as well understood as 
a food for swine as it already is as a 
food for milch cows and other cattle

Why is it that with one of the largest 
packing markets in the country located 
in your own State and marketing last 
year 280,378 hogs, valued at $2,651,000, Texas 
furnished only $265,000 worth ot them, or 
a little less than 10 per cent. of the entire 
quantity, leaving the other 90 per cent. to 
be brought from Kansas, Nebraska and 
the Territories, in neither of which sec- 
tions can the facilities for hog production, 
either in climate, soil or pasturage, be 
compared to those of Texas. 

A few years ago your remoteness from 
the slaughtering centers might have been 
given as an answer to this question, but 
the establishment of the gigantic pack- 
eries at Fort Worth have removed this 
difficulty, and the solution must be looked 
for elsewhere. That it is not in climatic 
disadvantages or the lack of sutucient 
pasturage, we all know. That it is from 
no want of enterprise or intelligence 
among the breeders, one glance at this 
audience assures us. But equally well do 
we know that it is because, and only 
becasue, Texas has had no continuously 
reliable economical feeding material. 

For no matter how ample and luxuriant 
the natural range, no matter how abun- 
dant the supplementary feeds, we all 
know that all the world over it takes an 
ever available and economical grain ra- 
tion to make cheap pork, and this Texas 
has not had. Of course, there have been 
years when, with an abundant corn crop 
added to her other advantages, Texas 
could produce pork in competition with 
any other section. But the very year 
before may have been one in which high- 
priced feed had so forced the reduction 
of stock hogs that advantage could not 
be taken of the situation. But with the 
general understanding of the value of 
cottonseed meal as a hog feed the diffi- 
culty disappears. For the very same pre- 
eminence in corn production that makes 
cheap pork in Illinois, Missouri, Nebraska, 
Ohio and Indiana, Texas has and always 
will have in cotton production, and, 
through this in cottonseed meal, and from 
no less an authority than the careful, 
judicial and conservative report. of your 
own able committee, appointed last year 
to investigate the very question, and made 
ony otter an ixbtuaiive and critical

Red Lead Oil Paint as a Rust 


Preventive. 


The question of a suitable paint for 
iron constructions; one that will, as far 
as possible, satisfy the demand for an 
effective rust preventive, has been often 
discussed during the last ten years. More 
or less valuable contributions have been 
made both to the theory and practice of 
the subject, and progress has been made 
in this respect, at any rate, that a toler- 
ably substantial agreement has been ar- 
rived at respecting the value of red lead 
oil paint both for priming and subsequent 
coating. It may be regarded as an estab- 
lished fact that this color, a favorite for 
many years, though its use has met with 
considerable opposition in many quarters, 
possesses the sngersens roperty, when 
mixed with good linseed oil or linseed oil 
varnish, of protecting iron from oxidation 
resulting from the action of the atmos- 
phere, water, steam, etc. The results of 
numerous experiments on the protective 
action of paint in general were published 
some years ago by Andes in the ““Zeit- 
schrift fur angewandte chemie (1902).’ 
Andes maintained that experiments, to 
yield a reliable result, must be conducted 
under precisely similar conditions; that it 
makes a considerable difference whether 
a coating of paint on iron is exposed to 
the action of water, sea water, diluted 
acids, steam or any kind of gas; and that 
a paint which has proved effective in 
every respect in air may be destroyed in 
a very short time in water and vice versa. 
According to him, each of the various 
purposes for which the iron is_ intended 
requires a differently compounded paint 
if the protection is to be effective and 
permanent. ‘Numerous experiments made 
by Andes have proved conclusively that 
red lead forms the best priming color 
for iron, whatever be the purpose for 
which the latter is intended, and that a 
coating of red lead paint, applied in this 
way as a priming to iron, even when 
exposed to such a powerful test as that 
of steam, remains absolutely unaffected 
by the action of the latter; moreover, 
that red lead linseed oil varnish paint is 
the only paint made with drying oil which 
will remain permanently unimpaired un- 
der water, without swelling, softening or 
dissolving. “t is true that the American 
scientist, Toch, who has studied the sub- 
wee of paint tor iron coating, claims to 

ave found that red lead causes the 
formation of oxygen bubbles on iron; that 
the paint decomposes under the action of 
sulphuretted hydrogen, and that the pro- 
tective action ceases after six months; 
he admits, however, that this substance 
forms a good priming color when fol- 
lowed by one or more top coatings of 
elastic paint. 

We are now able to make the interest- 
ing fact more generally known, that the 
results of Andes’ experiments have to a 
great extent been officially confirmed. The 
German iron industry, naturally interested 
in everything promising to increase the 
value of iron for building purposes, is 
entitled to the credit of having taken the 
initiative in this matter. In 1894 the 
Siegener Verein was induced to investi- 
gate the behavior of the dfferent kinds of 
iron plates (weld-iron plates as distin. 
guished from ingot-iron plates) when ex- 
posed to the conditions that prevail when 
iron is used for building purposes. These 
investigations were conducted in the 
Royal Technical Experimental Establish- 
ments by Professor Rudeloff. We will 
proceed to describe some of them. Of 
the varieties of iron known in commerce 
only those were selected for experiment 
which are used in the manufacture of 
refined iron prates. viz. weld-iron, 
Thomas-iron and basic Martin-iron. Bes- 
semer-iron and refined Martin-iron were 
excluded, experience having shown that 
plates are only occasionally and for spe- 
cial purposes made from the latter, Char- 
coal plates were entirely rejected, these 
being no longer made in Germany. With 
regard to weld-iron plates (of coke-pig- 
fron), a further distinction was made be- 
ween welded plates (those rolled from 

Sagots) and unwelded plates, i. e., those 

led directly from balls. There had 
bean no piling with clippings of either of 
these kinds. To determine to what ex- 
tent it was possible to increase the resist- 
ing capacity of the plates by a protective 
coating, additional experiments were made 
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OIL PAINT AND 


with coated plates. It was also desired to 
ascertain whether the usual practice of 
preparing the plates by dry grinding or 
ickling had any influence upon the dura- 
bility of the paint. For this purpose the 
paint was applied to:— 

a. Sheet metal not previously ground or 
pickled, 

b. Dry ground, and 

c. Pickled plates. 

The red lead generally used for a prim- 
ing color was selected for the coating. 

The experiments were made with a view 
to ascertaining the action of:— 

1. Dry air, 

. Atmospheric condition (in open air), 

. Smoke gases, 

. Blast furnace gases, 

. Water in mines, 

. Sea water [the latter on (a) samples 
standing in frames, and (b) samples fixed 
to ships], 

7. Moist warm air in bilges and boiler 
rooms of ships. 

In estimating the resisting power of 
the different samples when exposed to the 
conditions mentioned above, special atten- 
tion was directed to the following points:— 

1. Alteration in appearance 

2. Behavior when expose 
strain, bending and stretching. 

3. Alteration in weight, shown in every 
case by two similar samples after periods 
of 1, 3, 6, 12 and 24 months. 

The following very interesting results 
were obtained by the experiments:— 

1. In most cases coating with red lead 
seemed to afford even better protection 
against rust than galvanizing. he latter 
in every case protected the iron against 
rust, but without entirely preventing it. 
Grinding and pickling previous to paint- 
ing had no noticeable effect, and when 
exposed to the action of mine water the 
plates which had been ground before 
painting seemed to be more oxidized than 
those which had been painted and pickled 
without previous grinding. 

2. Of the plates which had been kept in 
dry air, the untreated plates showed the 
greatest loss in weight. Galvanizing af- 
forded almost absolute protection against 
rust, while the loss in weight in plates 
which had been coppered was less than 
in the untreated plates, though by no 
means entirely obviated. 

3. Of the plates which had been exposed 
to the action of the atmosphere, the un- 
treated plates suffered most from rust. 
Coppering afforded only slight protection, 
while galvanizing made a better showing 
as a rust preventive. The painted plates 
proved to have the greatest resisting 
power, the coating affording complete pro- 
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tection during the space of two years to 
plates previously ground, while the un- 
ground plates which had been painted 
with or without previous pickling showed 
a slight loss in weight during the same 
period. 

4. Plates that had been immersed in sea 
water showed the same effects as thos¢ 
that had been exposed to the atmosphere 
except that the results of oxidation, even 
in the coated plates, were more pro- 
nounced. In plates that had been cop- 
pered no traces of any preservative action 
were visible after the lapse of two years. 

5. The untreated plates proved almost 
impervious to the action of the smoke 
gases; all the other samples showed more 
or less loss of weight. This loss was 
greatest (3 to 4 per cent.) in the coppered 
plates; in the galvanized plates and the 
unground plates coated with or without 
previous pickling, the loss was from 2 
to 3 per cent.; the least loss of weight 
was shown by the plates that had been 
first ground and then coated (1 to 1.5 per 
cent.). It should be mentioned, however, 
that the paint had been very deeply 
burned into the samples and could only 
be removed with considerable difficulty, 
in spite of the application of aniline oil. 
Vigorous brushing with the wire brush 
was required to remove the accumulations 
of carbon, and it is possible that the loss 
of weight may have been partly due to 
this cause. 

6. The galvanized plates suffered the 
greatest loss of weight from the action 
of the blast furnace gases (from 2 to 3 
per cent.). Next in order in point of loss 
of weight were the coppered, the un 
treated and the coated unground plates 
(about 1 to 2 per cent.), and finally the 
ground plates which had been coated af- 
ter pickling (about 1 per cent.). It is a 
curious fact in connection with this series 
of experiments that in every sample, al- 
most without exception, the loss in weight 
had reached its maximum after a period 
of about 406 days, no appreciable reduc- 
tion occurring during the second year, 
This is due probably to the protection 
afforded by the accummulations of ashes 
and dust on the samples. The plates 
which had been coated after pickling even 
showed an increase in weight after two 
years. 

7. Every sample that had been immersed 
in mine water suffered an appreciable loss 
of weight. It is remarkable that, in con- 
trast to the results described in articles 
2 to 5, galvanizing proved a better pro- 
tective against the action of mine water 
than red lead coating, and that the latter 
was least efficacious when the plates had 
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been ground before coating. These latter, 
as well as the coppered plates, showed 
even greater reduction in weight than 
those which had not been coated, whereas 
the red lead coating applied to the un- 
ground plates, either with or without 
previous pickling, retarded the oxidation 
in all four kinds of iron in an unmistak- 
able manner, 

The results of the experiments on plates 
exposed to the action of moist warm air 
in the bilges and boiler rooms of ships or 
fastened to the exterior of ships have 
been so contradictory that it has been 
impossible to determine definitely from 
them how the four kinds of iron which 
have been experimented upon compare with 
each other, and whether their power of 
resisting oxidation was increased by gal- 
vanizing, coppering or coating with red 
lead. On the whole, these experiments, 
conducted with an enormous expenditure 
of time and trouble, have conclusively 
proved that red lead coating is in most 
cases preferable to coppering, and even 
to galvanizing, which latter has always 
enjoyed a special reputation as a rust 

reventive, and that therefore this coat- 
ng is the best protective against iron rust 
hitherto known. 

A further testimony to the value of red 
lead as a protective for iron is its ex- 
tensive use as an insulating substance for 
electric wires. Experiments made by 
Hackettal during many years with a coat- 
ing of chemically pure red lead and lin- 
seed oil have demonstrated that this coat- 
ing possesses not only extraordinary dura- 
bility, but great capacity for resisting 
atmospheric influences. It is, moreover, 
remarkably impervious to electricity of 
high tension, being fully equal to the 
best india rubber or gutta percha as an 
insulating material. 

These striking and indisputable rust 
preventing properties of red lead paint 
are due to the chemical combination 
which it forms with linseed oil or linseed 
oil varnish when exposed to the action of 
the atmosphere; a combination possessing 
great durability. They are not referable 
to the small relative consumption of oil, 
for nothin remotely approaching the 
Same results has been obtained with 
white lead, which also consumes com- 
paratively little oil. Renewed attention 
will therefore be directed to red lead paint 
as a priming color for articles exposed to 
the air, and the use of red iron ocher for 
this purpose will be entirely abandoned. 
Subsequent coating with colors more 
agreeable to the eye can be apolied ac- 
cording to individual preference. But for 
electric coatings and for all articles ex- 
osed to the action of steam, red lead 
S the only oil paint that should be used. 
even for the outer coating. 

This principle, however, must be kept 
steadily in view; every purpose for which 
iron used in building is intended requires 
a special coating substance. There is no 
universal rust preventive. — Farben 
Zeitung.

Chicago Seed and Oil Market. 
Chicago, July 27, 19065. 


While there has been little change in 
the market during the past week, the 
incipient raid which was inaugurated the 
previous week by the bears, or rather 
»y a group of speculators in the North- 
west, came to an end as abruptly as it 
was started. The selling was followed by 
buying sufficient to cover all possible 
losses through an advance in the market 
between now and the time for the Octo- 
ber delivery. It is likely that the investti- 
gations which have been under way with 
reference to the possible size of the new 
crop of flaxseed convinced the bears that 
it was dangerous to sell the seed short 
until there was something more definite 
in the way of knowledge concerning the 
crop. At any rate there has been no spe- 
cial flurry in the seed market the past 
week. It is a remarkable thing that in 
the face of a crop which is expected to be 
less than it was believed at this time last 
year that crop would be, the price for 
the October delivery is now less than it 
was at this time last year. The bears 
are therefore moving with considerable 
caution, as there is a suggestion of man- 
ipulation in the market. There is no 
denying the fact that the position of the 
bulls at this time is strong. It is useless 
for those who would sell the seed short if 
they thought there was a chance to main-

kota counties say that the acreage in 
those sections is not so large as it was 
last year. Taking the entire Northwest 
country, there is no longer any doubt 
that there will be some increase in the 
number of acres planted to the seed, but 
there is a considerable percentage of the 
flax which has not yet reached the blos- 
som stage and will be late in the harvest. 
Even if all the early planted seed turns 
out well, there is grave danger that the 
late planting will be caught by some un- 
favorable weather. Altogether, therefore, 
there is need for the exercise of great 
care in selling the seed short, particularly 
at the prices which the October delivery is 
now being held. That there is more dan- 
ger in doing this than there was at this 
time last year may be gathered from the 
fact that at this time last year there 
was still a _ quantity of seed being 
received at the primary markets, and that 
this supply of old seed continued to come 
forward long after the new seed was 
on the market. One year ago, the re- 
ceipts of seed for the week corresponding 
to the present one were 279 cars at the 
three principal points. This week they 
were only 71 cars. And the bare figures 
do not actually represent the difference. 
Last year all the cars which came were 
full cars; this year nearly all of them 
are bulkheads, or cars which are partly 
filled with other commodities. To illus- 
trate, there were at Minneapolis on Mon- 
day, 11 cars carrying only 4,000 bushels of 
seed, or less than 400 bushels to the car, 
whereas they should run, normally, nearly 
1,000 bushels to the car. If, with all the 
old seed coming forward to help them out, 
and a predicted yield of about 24,000,000 
bushels for the new crop—none the less 
accepted by the bears as a probability in 
that the real crop did not turn out to be 
within 4,000,000 bushels of that estimate— 
the bears at this time a year ago did not 
see fit to sell short the October seed under 
7, it is hard to see the logic of selling 
t below that figure at this time, when 
the market is more thoroughly under 
control than it was then. Something of 
a sensation was created in the local mar- 
ket the past week by the reports which 
came from Buffalo to the effect that one 
of the big companies—specifically, the 
American Linseed Company—ha cor- 
nered the market. There was only one 
thing which could have prevented the-cor- 
ner, and that was for the independents 
to have bought the seed, instead of wait- 
ing for it to go lower, and eventually 
finding that most of the seed had been 
bought up by the opposition. If there 
were any underhanded means taken by 
the so-called trust to circumvent the 
bears, they have not as yet appeared. 
[he business was purely to get the seed. 
fhe American bought, and the independ- 
ents did not. It is too much to predict 
that precisely the same thing will happen 
another por if the smaller crushers do 
not get their seed when it is on the open 
market. One of the features on the Chi- 
cago market was the arrival of a car of 
new Southwestern seed, reported to-day. 
For sentimental reasons the market was 
bid up to $1.28, at which price the seed 
was bought. The quality of the seed was 
ood. It ran 53 pounds to the bushel, or 

pounds more than standard. Figuring 
the oil percentage of the seed at 34.60, the 
amount of oil per bushel which this seed 
will produce is a fraction under 17 pounds, 
a very fair yield.

LiuvSKnD O1lL.—Another advance in 
the price of oil has been made during the 
week, and the crushers are now selling 
their product at 49c. in car lots or dlc, in 
a smail way. The advance was the nat- 
ural result of the high point to which the 
seed market has been lifted, and has only 
been delayed in its coming by the tact 
that there has been a good demand for 
cake which has enabled the crushers to 
hoid down the margin of profit on the 
oil. The trade is excellent, better than 
was naturally to be expected at this time 
of the year, and those of the crusners 
who are now fortunate enough to have 
oil can sell at a profit, a thing which until 
recently has been hard to do because the 
price of the seed, or the raw material. 
was too high as compared with the price 
which the crushers were able to secure 
for their oil. Sales now are chiefly of the 
spot oil, and for delivery during July and 
August. At the present prices the trade 
is buying freely, but they are not making 
any contracts which wiil carry them into 
the new crop year as they are afraid of 
the prices. ‘The ending of the strike has 
released any obstruction to_ deliveries, 
which are now being freely made. All the 
small mills closed, but the big crushers, 
both at Minneapolis and Chicago, are 
making full time. 2 

LINSEED CAKE.—There is practically 
no change in the market. There is a good 
demand for the cake for immediate ship- 
ment, and the output of the two western 
crushers is being taken freely. So far 
as can be ascertained at this point, the 
foreign demand is legitimate, having noth- 
ing of the speculative feature about it. 
Brokers are not offering much cake, as 
the shutting down of the independents 
makes it practically impossible for them 
to secure any spot cake, and the demand 
for futures is hardly worth mentioning. 

CORN OIL.—Trade is dull. Foreign de- 
mand is hardly up to normal. There is 
only a nominal domestic market. Oil is 
still quoted $3.50 per hundred, in barrels. 

LAKD.—The market has shown some 
strength during the past week, though 
there has been little speculative inquiry. 
The hog market has been a sustaining 
influence, and the yellow fever scare at 
New Orleans was worked to some success 
by the packers in the entire list of pro- 
visions, a lard. The foreign trade 
has been only fair, stocks abroad being 
sufficiently heavy to prevent any urgency 
of demand. Acceptance of lard from the 
interior points to be forwarded to Europe 
via the Gulf will be cut off until the fever 
trouble in the South is over. Cash lard 
closed to-day $7.10; loose, $6.65; leaf, $6.87%4; 
neutral, $7.8742@8.12%.

The Detection of Methy! Alcohol. 
BY HEYWARD SCUDDBR. 


The tests for the detection of methyl 
ulcohol are used chiefly to distinguish it 
from ethyl alcohol, so their value is de- 
pendent first on a sharp distinction from 
ethyl alcohol, then on their delicacy and 
rapidity. In the following description the 
standard of delicacy will be taken as the 
quantity of ethyl alcohol that can be de- 
tected in ethyl alcohol. Most of the tests 
will show very much smaller quantities 
of methyl alcohol in water, but their use 
for such a purpose is practically un- 
known, 





ODOR TESTS. 


This is made by adding to the solution, 
salicylic acid and concentrated sulphuric 
acid and warming, thus forming methyl 
salicylate which is supposed to have a 
characteristic odor (of oil of wintergreen). 
In experiments made on eight persons I 
found that none of them could distinguish 
between ethyl and methyl alcohol by this 
test, because the odor of ethyl salicylate 
so strongly resembles that of methyl sali- 
ecylate. If told that both alcohols were 
present a difference in odor was often 
noticed, but if solutions of unknown con- 
tent were given, e. g., two tubes of methyl 
or two of ethyl alcohol, the test failed 
even when comparative tests with the 
alcohols were made. 

All tests dependent on odor are unsat- 
isfactory because it is impossible to make 
accurate comparative tests. After smell- 
ing any odoriterous body, probably on ac- 
count of persistence of the odor in the 
nasal passages, or possibly from slow re- 
activity of the olfactory nerves, it is not 
possible for an ordinary person to have 
an accurate perception of the odor of a 
second body. This can readily be shown 
experimentally, most surprising mistakes 
being made after the sense of smell is 
once blunted. In making color tests the 
comparison is direct and the subjective 
effect of memory is eliminated. 

I have been told that this test has been 
used in trials, for adulteration of liquors, 
to show juries the difference between the 
two alcohols, the point being made that 
there is a difference in the rapidity of the 
production of the odor as well as in the 
quality. I consider the test unreliable and 
not sufficiently rapid to be an improve- 
ment on the test by oxidation with a hot 
copper spiral and testing for the oxida- 
tion product by resorcin. The difference 
in color between the condensation prod- 
ucts of acetaldehyde and resorcin and 
formaldehyde and resorcin is great enough 
to be appreciated by any juror. 


COLOR TESTS. 


ln the Riche and Bardy test the methyl 
alcohol is converted into methyl aniline 
which is then tested for. The test is too 
long and slow: to be of much use to-day. 

In all the other tests the alcohol is ox- 
idized to formaldehyde, methylal or 
formic acid. The color test is then ap- 
plied to this oxidation product. Methylal 
gives the same reaction as formaldehyde 
in almost all tests. If ethyl alcohol is 
present, either the color test must be 
given only by the oxidation product of 
methyl alcohol—as in oxidation to the 
acid, formic acid giving a dark color with 
silver nitrate while acetic acid gives no 
color—or enough of the _ corresponding 
oxidation product of ethyl alcohol must 
be removed to prevent interference with 
the color. The difficulty of fulfilling these 
conditions is the chief cause of failure in 
the tests used. It is practically impos- 
sible to control oxidation so as to get a 
good yield of formic acid and the tests for 
its detection are not er delicate. The 
removal of all the acetaldehyde without 
some loss of formaldehyde is impossible, 
but this method is perfectly practicable 
since the tests for formaldehyde are ex- 
tremely delicate. The fact that pure 
ethyl alcohol, when oxidized by any of the 
methods used in the tests for methyl 
alcohol, gives some formaldehyde is not 
sufficiently considered. It has_ been 
shown that when ethyl alcohol is oxidized 
by a heated copper spiral, formaldehyde 
is formed in small amounts. I have found 
that this is also true when ethyl alcohol 
is oxidized in cold dilute solution b 
potassium bichromate and sulphuric acid, 
or by potassium permanganate and sul- 
phuric acid, enough formaldehyde being 
made to give the gallic acid test. 

Therefore, it is obvious that the test 
used to show the presence of formalde- 
hyde, after oxidation of the alcohol, must 
not be too delicate or it will apparently 
show the presence of methyl alcohol when 
none is really there. This is the defeat 
of the gallic acid reaction*, an extremely 
characteristic test for formaldehyde and 
one little obscured by the presence of 
other compounds, but so delicate that it 
is given by solutions of ethyl alcohol, 
cane sugar and a eat variety of com- 
pounds after oxidation by a heated copper 
spiral. 

The tests that follow are grouped by the 
reagent used for the production of the 
color, in order to make more clear a gen- 
eral understanding of the difficulties and 
of the sources of error. 

REAGENT, SILVER NITRATE. 

Miller Test.—This consists in oxidation 
in the cold by potassium bichromate and 
sulphuric acid, distillation and testing the 
distillate for formic acid by silver nitrate. 
Allyl alcohol and acetone are said to give 
the same reaction. It is noted that a 
trace of formic acid or some other reduc- 
ing agent is formed from ethyl alcohol 
The test is not delicate and is of little 
importance, 

REAGENT, LEAD PPROXIDE. 


Trillat Test.—This consists in oxidation 
in cold dilute solution by potassium bi- 
chromate and elpaeee acid, under which 
conditions methyl alcohol is said to give 





*The solution to be tested is mixed with 0.2 
c.c. of a saturated alcoholic solution of gallic 
acid and poured on top of (not mixed with) 
concentrated sulphuric acid in a test-tube. A 
contact ring of blue or green and blue shows 
the presence of formaldehyde.

methylal, ethyl alcohol to give acetalde 
hyde, acetal and acetic acid. The acetal 
dehyde is removed by distilling 25 c.c. 
The next 100 c.c. distilled contain the 
methylal. One-half of this is digested in 
a closed flask with dimethylaniline at 70 
80 deg. for three hours, forming tetra: 
methyl - diaminodiphenylmethane. The 
solution is made alkaline and the excess 
of the dimethylaniline distilled. The resi- 
due is acidified by acetic acid and a little 
lead peroxide added. On boiling, a blue 
color appears, if methyl alcohol is pres- 
ent. It is said to show 0.2 per cent, 
methyl alcohol in ethyl. The time re- 
quired for the test is about five hours, 

The difficulties are numerous, If all the 
acetaldehyde is not removed by the frac- 
tional distillation, what remains may give 
a color that resembles or interferes with 
that from methylal. Since some methylal 
distills over with the acetaldehyde. it is 
not safe to distill off much more than 2 
c.c. to remove the latter, for if only a 
small amount of methyl alcohol is pres- 
ent, the loss might be sufficient to spol) 
the test. The dimethylaniline and the 
lead peroxide must be very pure or the 
color may be affected. In distilling off 
the excess of dimethylaniline (this pro- 
cedure is necessary because dimethylani 
line gives a violet or blue color with lead 
roan some methylal is lost as may 
e shown by tests. I have found it eas 
to be sure of the removal of all the di- 
methylaniline, by filtering through a 
wet filter before distilling. No _ special 
eare is necessary in acidifying after the 
removal of the dimethylaniline, since a 
great excess of acetic acid has no effect 
on the color. The amount of lead 
peroxide used is actually a variable quan- 
tity. The directions call for four to five 
drops of a suspension in water. In addi- 
tion to the variable strength of different 
samples, another error is possible here, 
since the amount of lead peroxide resent 
will depend on how thoroughly the sus- 
pension is shaken before use. If too 
little is used, the color is faint. If ton 
much is used, the color changes from 
blue to brown, though the effect of heat 
in deepening the color still persists. 

The depth of color is supposed to be 
proportional to the amount of methyl 
alcohol originally present, but it is some- 
times difficult to get this result. I have 
found a much fainter color from a solu- 
tion that contained 10 per cent. of methyl 
alcohol than from one that contained 1 
per cent., though the procedure was the 
same in each case. 

I believe that the development or deep- 
ening of the color by boiling is_¢ 
teristic. Acetaldehyde, after digestion 
with dimethylaniline and subsequent 
treatment as in the Trillat test, gives in 
the cold a color varying from eggs 
low to green-blue. Dimethylaniline in the 
cold gives with lead peroxide a color 
varying from green-yellow to pure blue, 
but in both cases the color does not 
deepen on boiling, while the blue from 
methyl alcohol develops only on boiling. 
The color may be diminished or changed 
by the use of the wrong amount of lead 
peroxide, but here again boiling makes a 
characteristic deepening. if methyl al- 
cohol was in the o mal solution tested, 
so that if there is a color in the cold that 
disappears or is not deepened by boiling 
no methyl alcohol is present (provide 
the test has see well), If the color 
deepens on boiling, even if it is not a 
pure blue but possibly a green-blue or 
brown, methyl alcohol is present.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


Saturday Noon, July 29, 1906. 


There have been few features of es- 
pecial interest in the older producing 
districts, although a few exceptionally 
good wells have been reported, and 
these were in locations where there 
was no reason to expect better than 
average producers. In one case, it is 
thought, a lucky strike in Ohio indi- 
cated a new pool of considerable im- 
portance, but the general opinion ap- 
pears to be that it will prove disap- 
pointing. It has tended to stimulate 
further drilling in that vicinity, and 
the extent of the productive area will 
soon be determined. The number of 
completions reported during the past 
week has been somewhat larger, but 
the great majority of the new wells are 
small pumpers and the results .have, 
as a whole, shown no material im- 
provement. During the earlier part of 
the month a number of gas wells 
showing very high pressure were re 
ported, and these helped to keep up 
the spirits of the operators, but the 
gas wells reported during the past 
week were unimportant and added lit- 
tle to the income of the producers. 
The percentage of dry holes has also 
been large. It is apparent that the 
production of the higher grades of oil 
is decreasing and /the operators in 
these fields contend more strongly 
that there should be more difference in 
the price of the various grades—in 
short, that the price of the higher 
grades should advance. In Kansas the 
production continues to increase, the 
daily average being now about 35,000 
bbls., by far the greater part of which 
goes into storage, in fact the deliveries 
do not average more than 10,000 bbls 
per day, even since the improved fa- 
cilities for transportation have been 
completed. From Texas the reports in- 
dicate a continued increase in produc- 
tion, especially in the Humble field, but 
the demand has not increased at the 
same ratio, and stocks increased. On 
the 23d, however, lightning struck one 
of the tanks of the Texas Company, in 
the Humble field, destroying 2,500,000 
bbls. of crude, the contents of several 
tanks, thus reducing the stock of 
Texas oil by about one-quarter. The 
result has been a decided advance in 
the prices quoted for Texas oil, and at 
last accounts the quotations were 
somewhat conflicting, but an advance 
of 5c. was established and other ad- 
vances claimed, with conditions very 
much muddled. 


Refined and Products, 


The demand for refined for export 
has been fairly active, with the indica- 
tions favoring the expectation of an 
increase in the movement, as the con- 
aitions abroad show no change, al- 
though it is claimed the troubles at and 
near Baku have subsided, but it will 
be a long time before the Russian oil 
industry recovers from the damage 
caused by strikers and political mobs, 
and in the-meantime the other foreign 
producers, especially in Roumania, are 
endeavoring to take advantage of the 
situation. The engagements during the 
past week foot up about 200,000 bbls, all 
for shipment in bulk. The price for

The market is fully sustained at $3.10 
@3.12% for cases, and further improve- 
ment is logical upon the reduced esti- 
mates of the crop and the reports that 
the new gum is falling below the aver- 
age test in morphia. In one quarter 
the difference was said to be about 3 
per cent, between this and last year’s 
crop, being especially noticeable in Asia 
Minor goods. A local order for 10 cases 
in Smyrna is said to have resulted in 
finding only half that amount that was 
near the required high test. A late 
estimates of the crop placed it at from 
3,000 to 3,200 cases, and the comparative 
lightness of this yield is evidenced in 
the editorial page, where we have 
treated this subject with more detail. 
Several dealers here have withdrawn 
from the market to await advances 
which they believe are warranted by 
the statistical strength of the article.

This market is susceptible to the same 
influence as that noted in the previous 
paragraph, under which English manu- 
facturers have established quotations 
on a firmer basis by 3d. per oz. Local 
values show no variation from the 
schedule that has prevailed for more 
than two years. Makers here are ad- 
verse to changing their schedule, un- 
less ample justification is afforded by 
the positon of the raw material. 


Quinine, 


Buying interest has been chiefly cen- 
tred in the outside market, and, consid- 
ering the season, fair sales have been 
made, largely af Java. We are ad- 
vised of late transactions involving 
15,000 ozs. of Java, the bulk of which 
was said to be at a slight concessiop 
from 19c., but following this sale the 
19c, level was more strictly maintained. 
Some fair lots of outside German have 
also changed hands at prices that were 
not disclosed. At this writing outside 
German is apparently sustained at 19% 
@20c. The movement from first hands 
continues dull and routine, but values 
are steady on the basis of 20c. for bulk. 
Our Amsterdam correspondent writes 
as follows on the recent bark sale 


there:— 
Amsterdam, July 14, 1905. 

The auction yesterday consisted of 11,200 
bales and 309 cases, or about 1,067,906 kilos of 
Java cinchona bark, containing 53,444 kilos of 
quinine. Of the bark, 146,615 kilos were of 
druggists’ and 921,291 kilos of manufacturing 
description, containing respectively 4,245 and 
49,199 kilos of quinine. The average per- 
centage of quinine in the manufacturing bark 
is 6.34, against 5.29 at the June auction and 
against 5. as the average during 1904. The 
participation of the different kinds was as fol- 
lows, in kilos:—Succirubra, 146,515; Ledgeriana, 
726,061; officinalis, 100; hybrids and other kinds, 
195,230, of which 173,003 were of rootbark. 
There were 65,268 kilos of government and 
1,002,638 kilos of private bark. The next Am- 
sterdam auction will be on Aug, 24. 


Miscellaneous, 


ACETONE.—While there is no quot- 
able change from the lately-prevailing 
basis of 17@17%c., the readier availa- 
bility of the crude material and the 
abatement of export demand have as- 
sailed the stability of the market to 
the extent that the inside figure could 
probably be shaded for a round lot. 

ACID, CARBOLIC. — The demand 
continues slight and disappointing, and 
there is little doubt that quotations 
could be shaded. We find no change 
from the lately prevailing basis of 13@ 
14c. for drums and 19@22c. for bottles, 

ACID, CITRIC.—The general tone of 
the market has been improved by the 


more active demand, which has made 
more of an impression on outside lots. 
a fair proportion of which has been 
cleared up. Second hands, however, are 
yet in a position to shade by 1@1%c. 
makers’ prices of 38@38%c. We have 
the following from a Messina corre- 
spondent on citrate of lime:— 
Messina, July 15, 1905. 

Owing to very limited stocks the market 
maintains a firm tone, with an upward ten- 
dency. Several buyers on spot are open to take 
for prompt delivery at the parity of £18 10s., 
but without sucess so far, The very few hold- 
ers are asking fancy prices, yet we think at 
£19 10s. or so business could likely be con- 
summated, The general opinion is that buy- 
ers should sooner or later come in at the 
above figure, as thereris no hope to have 
prices down. 

As to the future, prospects favor a firm mar- 
ket. Consorzio, having made good profits in 
the last season, finds itself encouraged to keep 
prices up, in view also that the new crop is 
looking rather unfavorable. 

The quotation of to-day is £16 7s. 6d. for 
November-December, while for January-March 
£16 is asked per 305 kilos on the basis of 64 
ozs. citric acid, c. and f. New York. 

ALCOHOL.—The movement in both 
grain and wood alcohol is of satisfac- 
tory proportions, and values are steady 
at the following quotations:—Grain, 
$2.43@2.45, as to terms of sale; wood, 
95 per cent., 70c.; 97 per cent., 75c, 

ALOIN.—The strengthening tendency 
of Curacao aloes has influenced this 
product to the extent that makers now 
quote on a higher basis at 42@60c., as to 
quantity. 

ANTIMONY.—The developments cf 
the week have brought no relief from 
the scarcity of crude, and cable adviceg 
from London quoted up to 9%c. for nee- 
dle lump. This is believed to be above 
the Hamburg parity. On spot Sc. is 
yet possible for a limited ict ot pow- 
dered, and the range for this variety 
extends to 10c. 

BROMIDES.—According to advices 
received from our Washington corre- 
spondent there was quite an increase 
in the production of bromine in this 
country during 1904, the total amount- 
ing to 897,100 pounds, valued at $215,304, 
against a yearly average during the 
last 25 years of 419,985 pounds, valued 
at $115,515. The great deposits of Ger- 
many are estimated to furnish about 
300 tons of bromine annually. The local 
situation has settled into a dull and un- 
interesting state, and inquiries are lim- 
ited to current needs. No price changes 
are to be noted. 

CARNAUBA WAX.—Some inquiries 
for round lots of the lower grades are 
reported, but no sales of moment are 
yet to be recorded. The foreign markets 
present nothing of particular interest, 
and spot prices are being shaded some- 
what. No. 1 is offered at 4744@50c. and 
No. 2 at 38@40c. Quotations for No, 3 
and North Country are on a parity at 
31@32c, 

COCOA BUTTER.—In view of the 
small offerings at the Amsterdam sale 
next Tuesday, amounting only to 14 
tons, none of which is of Van Houten, 
advances are awaited, especially as the 
requirements of the fall and winter 
consuming trade are likely to be cov- 
ered to some extent at this sale. The 
London offerings include 25 tons of 
Cadbury. A firmer tone characterizes 
the local market, one dealer having 
withdrawn his quotation of 28c. for Vir- 
gin and naming 29%c. In another quar- 
ter 28c. is quoted for prime Dutch, but 
this is without engagement. 

CODLIVER OIL.—Quite a lively in- 
terest has been centered in the market 
for Norwegian oil this week, in con- 
sequence of a decidedly firmer stand on 
the part of primary holders. Cable ad- 
vices received by one local house found

justification for the advance in Norway 
by the possibility of a serious turn in 
the affairs of the Norway-Sweden im- 
broglio. This representative quotes $21, 
f. o, b. Norway, but in another quarter 
it is stated that $18 can be done for 
shipment. The reason advanced for the 
upward course of the market in this 
quarter was the large export move- 
ment, following liberal sales by leading 
markets at the low prices that pre- 
vailed a few weeks ago. For local re- 
quirements $15 is said to be the lowest 
basis at which business was done, and 
that figure applied to but one lot ‘of 50 
barrels. Dealers here manifested a con- 
fidence in the favorable developments 
of the future, and since the recent turn 
there has been quite a rush to cover 
with as much advantage as possible. 
Spot values have followed the lead of 
the primary markets, and it is said 
ee everything up to $24 has been 
taken out of the market. Holders are 
feeling their way with considerable 
caution under the present condition. A 
leading brand of Newfoundland oil is 
held at an advance to $22, but we find 
that $20 is named here for lots of 20 
barrels of Newfoundland oil, but for 
shipment $22 would probably be main- 
tained. 

ERGOT.—The declining tendency of 
the market has suddenly been checked 
by the receipt of stronger cable ad- 
vices, indicating unfavorable’ crop 
prospects, both in Spain and Russia. 
Weather conditions are reported to 
have inflicted material damage to the 
Spanish crop, and, as expressed by one 
local dealer, many of the men pre- 
viously engaged in gathering the Rus- 
sian crop have been sacrificed for the 
country’s cause. Following the flurry 
spot prices for Russian were generally 
on the basis of 32@338c., but 3lc. was 
said to be possible in a limited way. 
For Spanish 33@34c. is maintained, but 
it is stated that 35c. was paid for a 
round lot of Spanish from abroad. 

GLUCOSE.—The strength of corn im- 
parts a steady tone to this market, 
and prices are maintained on the basis 
of 1.6lc. for 42 degrees, carload lots, at 
New York. New business is not act- 
ive, but there is a sustained move- 
ment on contracts, 

GLYCERINE.—The only change to 
be noted this week is in dynamite, 
which is offered at 10% @llc., in carload 
lots, at shipping points. C. P. remains 
in the same seasonably quiet state, but 
quotations are apparently steady at 
124%@12\%c. for bulk, containers extra, 
and al 184%@134c. for cans. We have 
the follewing from our correspondent 
on crude: 

Paris, July 13, 1905. 

The situation of our glycerine market re- 
mains without variation. Buyers are only in- 
terested in lots which may be had at some con- 
cession, and some small transactions took place 
during the week. Quotations remain:—Saponl- 
fication, 87@88 frs.; soap lye, 77@79 frs, per 
100 kilos, c. & f., N. Y. 

JAPAN WAX.—The market is well 
sustained at the advance noted last 
week, and reports that 12c. was being 
shaded lack confirmation, this quota- 
tion prevailng on spot, as well as for 
arrival. The extent of the arrivals due 
here by September 1 is placed at 400 
cases and the spot stocks in first hands 
are said to be within this amount. Some 
contracts for June-July shipment, it is 
stated, could not be filled, and a Japan 
house offering August-October shipment 
was unable to guarantee anything be- 
fore October. In this position the mar- 
ket was up to a level that would bring 
the cost here to llc, 

LYCOPODIUM.—Under the influences 
noted last week, namely, the lack of 
important spot inquiry and the easier 
tendency of primary markets, the local] 
situation gives further evidence of in- 
stability and 83c. is now possible for un- 
labeled. Pollitz is steadier and main- 
tained to 87c. 

MENTHOL.—The_ expectations. of 
hopeful dealers have been further real- 
ized this week to the extent that $2.10 
is now an inside quotations for cases, 
and this value is said to prevail in but 
one quarter here. A more general range 
is $2.15@2.25, while up to $2.50 is nomi- 
nally maintained. A potent factor in 
the upward course of values is believed 
to be the endeavor of some short in- 
terests to buy back old contracts with 
as little sacrifice as possible. Quite a 
speculative interest is displayed. Skep- 
tical opinions are advanced on the basis 
that the new crop in Japan will exceed 
that of last year, when the production 
of crude peppermint oil reached the rec- 
ord amount of 300,000 Ibs., of which 
nearly one-half was in the form of men- 
thol. Our London correspondent cabled 
a higher market there on Saturday and 
London sales are reported up to 8s. 

MERCURIAL PREPARATIONS:— 
The advance in quicksilver has been 
the means of starting reports that, a 
higher market would be established for 
the preparations calomel, corrosive sub- 
limate and red and white precipitate, 
but at the close of the week old sched- 
ules were yet in effect. 

TIN OXIDE.—Dealers announced an 
advance of ic. in tin.oxide late in the 
week, establishing the market at 36c. 
The advance fs due tothe strength ‘of 
the metal. 

VANILLIN.—Keener competition has 
been stimulated hy new factors in the 
market, and var.ous reports are cur- 
rent as to price inducements. We find, 
however, nothing openly named below 
42l4c., which is the quotation of a 
leading manufacturer for 100,lbs. on 
one delivery. Up to 50c. is maintained 
for small quantities. Inesome quar- 
ters a firmer market is awaited under 


the influence of the strengthening ten- 
dency of clove oil. 


Balsams, 


Arrivals of Central American copaiba 
do not seem to be so liberal as they 
have been of late, and under a steady 
movement, chiefly on jobbing require- 
ments, values are sustained at 30@32c., 
as to quality, quantity and holder. The 
continued scarcity of Para has estab- 
lished the market on a firmer basis at 
36@38ce. A dealer in close touch with 
producing sections states that only 250 
kilos are yet available for shipment 
from Brazil, and this quantity is hard- 
ly worth the trouble. The firs are with- 
out late change from $3.10@3.20 for Can- 
ada and 70@80c, for Oregon, as to style 
of package and quantity. A report has 
been current this week that tolu was 
firmer abroad, but our lately prevailing 
basis of 20@22c, remains in effect, 

Barks. 


Free offers have lately been received 
here of cascara sagrada for shipment at 
44%4c., which would bring the cost here 
to 5@5%c. There seems to be little in- 
centive to act even on this apparently 
favorable basis. Spot stocks are ample, 
and 6%c. can be done for 1904 bark, 
while up to 9c. is quoted far older bark. 

Bayberry bark is firmly maintained 
under the conditions noted in late re- 
ports at 11@12c. 

Sales of barberry bark of root are re- 
ported at 12c., and only limited lots are 
said to be available at this figure. An 
inquiry for a ton at llc. could not be 
filled. 

On cottonroot bark 8c. is probably an 
inside quotation, 7%c. having been re- 
fused on a late inquiry. Up to 10c, is 
maintained by some holders. 

Cramp is yet available at 6c., but any 
sales at this figure would undoubtedly 
lead to an advance. Some dealers are 
firm at 7@8c. 

Beans. 

Mexican vanilla cuts continue to be 
quite the feature of this market, and 
the views of most local holders are for 
higher values, in sympathy with the 
stronger position of first hands. In sev- 
eral local quarters nothing is offered 
below $1.75, and sales are reported at 
this figure, as well as at $2. We find 
$1.50 still named here, but this is only 
available to consuming buyers, inquiries 
from spot dealers having been turned 
down. Weare advised of sales from first 
hands at $1.75, and a lot of 8,000 Ibs. cut 
beans is reported to be held at $2.25 in 
Mexico. The advance in cuts has been 
the means of attracting new interest in 
Bourbons at approximately the same 
range of values. Whole Mexican beans 
have not commanded the same buying 
interest as cuts, but the market for the 
former is well sustained at $3@6, but 
the inside figure can be shaded, if a 
less desirable quality is acceptable. An- 
gostura tonka beans are held at an 
advance to 65@70c. wy several dealers, 
but 62%4c. is said to be yet available. 


Essential Oils. 


The most noteworthy change to ree 
cord in this department is the sharp 
and rather unlooked for break _ in 
American peppermint oil prices. The 
favorable progress of the new crop 
has been indicated in our late reports, 
and this condition has prompted the 
initiative of a local house which has 
long been recognized as a factor in the 
oil. The decline in this quarter has 
been from $2.65 to $2.25, and at this 
writing we find but one other house 
which openly names the lower figure, 
although, under the present unsettled 
state of the market, it is likely that 
other dealers would meet this quota- 
tion. While it may not be possible to 
cover the current low spot price in 
the distilling sections, the forward po- 
sition of the new oil, it is stated, will 
justify this and possibly lower quota- 
tions. Thece is, however, some dl- 
versity here over forward figures from 
the West, several dealers declaring 
they could obtain nothing for August- 
September shipment, when a good part 
of the new crop will be ready, below 
$2.35 or $2.40, Bottled oil is as yet 
without change 70m $3.10@3.25. We 
have treated this subject with fur 
ther details on the editorial page. The 
following advices from a correspondent 
in the West are of interest in this 
connection :— 

Although the distillation of the peppermint 
crop is. not generally under way, fifteen or 
twenty distilleries have already started. In 
all cases reported to us, the yield has been 
even poorer than last season with but a 
single exception. In some cases it has been 
not quite half of last year, even where the 
amount of plants was fully as great. The 
cause is undoubtedly to be found in the fact 
that the rainy season continued this year 
longer than last, although both years were 
equally rainy in the spring. From personal 
observation we should judge that more of the 
new setting of this year will aprpoach a fail- 
ure than was the case last year. Some dis- 
tilleries have shut down, hoping that the 
yield later on may be better, which will prob- 
ably be the case should warm and dry 
weather occur during the next six weeks. The 
weather during the past few days has been 
much too cool for promoting the oiling of the 
plants. To-day it is some warmer. 

Following is a copy of letter from 
Messrs. Suzuki & Co., dated Kobe the 
8th June, 1905:— 

PEPPERMINT OIL.—You are perhaps aware 
that the chief districts in which peppermint is 
produced are the provinces of Bizen, Bitchiu 
and Bingo, all in Kwansai districts, the produc- 
tions of the three provinces amounting to half 
the total quantity produced in the whole coun- 
try. Next in order come the northeastern 
provinces of Uzen and Ugo, which have his- 
torically been known as the producing districts 
of peppermint. Then comes Hokkaido, where 
on account of ‘the undeveloped character of 
the country, the peppermint industry is being 
encouraged as profitable, in contrast to other 
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localities where it is declared as unprofitable, 
and there is every indication of yearly increase 
in plantation. Lastly come the provinces of 
Awa and Tosa on the Shikoku Island, Buzen 
and Bungo in Kiushiu, and Kawachi, in all of 
which it is expected there will be an increased 
production as compared with last year. Of the 
above, the province of Awa has long been 
known as the producing district of indigo 
plant, which on account of the gradual in- 
crease in the importation of foreign indigo, as 
well as of artificial indigo, has almost been 
demoralized, the industry becoming more and 
more unprofitable, prices obtained being below 
costs. Attention was therefore directed a year 
ago to the culture of peppermint, the cultiva- 
tion of which is somewhat sililar to that ef 
the indigo plant, and as a result of zealous at- 
tention exerted, it is expected that a satisfac- 
tory result will this year be obtained. Cal- 
culating from the area planted in the various 
districts this year’s crop is estimated to be as 
follows:—

The above is, of course, subject to some 
change according to the climatic conditions 
that will prevali during the remainder of the 
season, though we do not expect there will be 
any material altcrations. 

Advices from primary sources on the 
Messina essences continue favorable 
for well maintained, if not advanced, 
values on spot, especially with regards 
to lemon and sweet orange. Lately 
prevailing quotations are still in ef- 
fect at 55@66c. for the former, and 
at $1.70@1.95 for the latter. Some local 
dealers feel warranted in holding ber- 
gamot at $2.15, but we find $2.10 still 
named, while other quotations range to 
$2.25. Our Messina _ correspondent 
writes as follows:— 

Messina, July 12, 1905. 

The market for oil of lemon is just now in 
much better shape than it has been for some 
weeks. The very decided advance in prices 
was not altogether a surprise to the trade 
here, since for some time the tendency of the 
market has appeared to be toward a higher 
level. The reason assigned for it is the 
searcity of the available supply, which has 
been concentrated in the hands of the recently 
organized ‘‘Consorzio,’’ as well as advices from 
the producing districts reporting a greatly dam 
aged production by the prevailing hot weather. 
Under the circumstances we cannot expect any 
decline, but on the contrary we must be pre- 
pared for higher prices this season. 

The upward tendency of the market for oil 
of sweet orange continues, and although there 
has at this time been no further advance, 
higher prices are sure to rule as time goes on. 
The soming crop is undeniably short, under the 
influence of the actually tropical days, which 
set in soon after the rainy weather, and the 
amount of oil carried over from last year's 
yield is growing less and less; owners are 
consequently not at all anxious to part with 
their stocks, even at present high prices, in- 
asmuch as there is a very bright outlook for 
still higher figures for new oil crop. 

As to bergamot, while the situation is still 
very strong, despite the lack of any important 
demand, with prospects of continuing so for 
some time to come, it is difficult at present to 
determine the conditions which will prove the 
dominant factor when the crop comes in. Fact 
is that producers are reluctant in selling 
ahead as usual at this period of the season, 
and no contract deliveries are reported as yet. 
To-day’s prices for spot delivery range as 
follows:—Lemon, 2s. 4d.@2s. 5d.; sweet orange, 
6s. 10d.@7s.: bergamot, 8s. 6d.@8s. 9d. per Ib., 
ce. i, f., as to grades, 

The market for crove oil shows fur- 
ther improvement, under the influence 
of the spice, and values are now on 
the basis of 75@80c. for cases and 77144@ 
8214c. for bottles. 

In several quarters 12c. is firmly 
maintained for white camphor oil, but 
some less desirable grades are availa- 
ble down to 10c. It is said that the 
first definite offer from Japan was for 
April-May shipment, on which 1,000 
cases of white oil were mentioned at a 
figure that would mean Ilc. here. 

Cable advices received this week 
from Cannes, France, were to the ef- 
fect that no new crop lavender oil had 
been received, and while no quotations 
were yet named a material increase 
in values was awaited, owing to the 
speculative interest in the oil. 

Citronella is steady at the recent de- 
cline and we find nothing offered be- 
low 35c. in drums, Advices from abroad 
offer no encouragement for further 
concessions, as the demand is expected 
to absorb arrivals promptly. 

New rose oil values have not yet 
been received, although on the Bulgar- 
ian product prices are likely to be en- 
hanced materially. 

The high level of coriander seed im- 
parts a firm tone to the oil, and for 
pure prices range from $9.50@14. Com- 
n.ercial grades are available quite a 
little below this range.

Flowers. 


American saffron flowers have mani- 
fested decided firmness, and the course 
of values is again upward, the market 
on Saturday being reported at 85@90c., 
with confidence expressed in an early 
return to a $1 level. The closeness of 
the spot control is undoubtedly the 
factor of strength, and the turn in the 
market has prompted a more lively 
demand that was probably held in 
abeyance with the hopes of an early 
return to normal prices. We are ad- 
vised of a lot which is due here next 
week, but the holder declines to name 
a2 value on it pending the developments 
of the next few days. 

More interest is displayed in arnica 
and with nearly all the lots 
that were lately offered from abroad 
at fair terms taken up advances are 
awaited in some quarters here, The 
current basis is 9@10c. 

On spot at this time it is doubtful 
whether anything better than l5c. can 
be done in clover tops, but a lot due 
next week will be available at 10c, 

In one quarter 2t least elder flowers 
are obtainable at 10c., but firmer views 
prevail among other dealers in con- 
sequence of the lightness of new crop 
offers from the country, where 9144@ 
10c. is quoted, 

Gums, 

Quotations for aloes show no further 
change this week, but the market is 
firmly sustained at 5@5l4c. for Curacao 
in boxes and at 10@l1l1c. for Barbadoes 
in gourds, with sales reported at the 
inside figures. A leading importer of 
Curacao announces an additional ad- 
vance of 4c., and this move will prob- 
ably be reflected on this market. This 
importer still declines to enter con- 
tracts, owing to the uncertainty of 
meeting their requirements with the 
light supply of new crop goods. Late 
arrivals have been well sold. 

American refined camphor is steady 
at 68c. in bbls. and 68%c. in cases. Some 
outside interest who have sold short 
below this parity have been unable to 
cover, it is stated, and are now entering 
the market at full prices. The Japanese 
refined gum is quoted from abroad at a 
basis that would not seem to offer any 
prospect of competition with the do- 
mestic product. 

Chicle continues without important 
inquiry, but values are apparently 
steady at 34@38c., as to quality, quan- 
tity and holder. 

Some dealers maintain gamboge pipe 
at 80c., but 75c. is yet available. 


Herbs and Leaves, 


Numerous inquiries abroad for prompt 
shipment of laurel leaves are said to 
have been unavailing. The new crop 
is generally due next month, but noth- 
ing is yet in sight. A leading spot 
holder maintains 4%4c., and will only 
release small lots at this figure. Lim- 
ited quantities have been received in 
other quarters and for these we hear 
that 4c. can be done. 

Strictly prime snort buchu are in 
light supply, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er much could be found: at l5c., al- 
though a less desirable blend is said 
to be obtainable at 14c. 

A dealer, who is credited with a prac- 
tical control of spot grindelia robusta, 
now maintains 25c. and it is doubtful 
whether anything is now available be- 
low this figure. 

Yerba santa is steady at 14@l5ic. No 
definite offers of either are in evidence 
from the Pacific Coast. 

Quite a lively interest is still mani- 
fested in Alexandria senna half leaf 
and siftings, for which firm values pre- 
vail at 9%.@10c. for half leaf and: at 
514@6c. for siftings. 


Roots. 


The lower tendency of prices for 
spring-dug golden seal in the South 
has not stimulated any appreciable in- 
crease in local buying interest, deal- 
ers having little faith in the still com- 
paratively high level. It is said to be 
possible to buy in the South at $1.20, 
but on spot we find no spring-dug root 
offered below $1.30, while the fall-dug 


‘root seems to be sustained around 
$1.45. 
The lots of Mexican  sarsaparilla. 


which at our last report were still held 
for further examination by the cus- 
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toms officials, are now reported to have 
been entitled to entry, but, in spite of 
this, there seems to be no abatemeent 
from the strength of the 10c. level, 

The 9c. quotation for jalap is ques- 
tioned by some dealers, but this is yet 
available for new root of light test. 
Old root of greater yield is held up 
to llc. 

Very little new Western senega root 
has come on the market, and for prime 
root 68@64c. is maintained. The Win- 
nipeg Commercial prints the following 
in a late issue:— 

Senega root is not moving as briskly as 
expected. The grass is growing so long the 
root cannot be found in large quantities, and 
the chances are there will be a scarcity. We

Seeds, 


Late cable advices from Holland in- 
dicated a firmer tendency to Dutch 
caraway and would seem to warrant 
an advance over the current spot basis 
of 6@6%c. In the primary markets old 
seed was quoted above the new, on 
account of its superior quality. 

While a number of holders maintain 
celery seed at 7%@8c., 7%c. is yet an 
open quotation. One dealer states 
that while he acceptéd this figure for 
arrival, he declined it for spot. 

Further advices are at hand from 
Morocco to confirm thé earlier reports 
of the damage to the crop of coriander 
seed but there has been no late change 
on spot, Mogador bléached being held 
at 10%@10%c. Rutissian bléached is 
available at 8%@8%c., and natural 
Russian is offered at 74,@7%c. 

Poppy is steady at 444@5c. for Ger- 
man and at 5144@6c. for prime Dutch. 

Local stocks of sunflower seed are 
closely controlled, and the principal 
holders maintain 4% @5c. 


Shellac, 


Under the influence of stronger mar- 
kets in London and Calcutta there is 
no prospect of any abatement of the 
upward tendency of spot values, espe- 
cially as a good speculative and con- 
suming movement marks the local sit- 
uation, Our London _ correspondent 
cabled on Saturday a spot value of 
180s. for T. N., and this would bring 
the cost here to nearly 41c. Calcutta 
shows quite an improvement, probably 
in consequence of active London buy- 
ing, and little T. N. is available, and 
what is offered is likely to arrive here 
blocked. The deliveries from London 
during the first half of July were 3,314 
cases and at this rate the reduction 
by the end of the month is expected 
to reach a total of 4,000 cases. The 
Niedenfels is due here early in the 
week with 3,393 cases of assorted marks. 
The next scheduled arrivals are the 
Buceros about August 20, with 2,638 
packages, and the Marionfels about 
September 1. All of thees lots are said 
to have been sold and re-sold among 
local dealers, and a very small pro- 
portion of the arrivals will be stored. 
On spot T. N. is held at 41@42c. and 
A. C. garnet at 36@37c. Bleached is 
still offered at 33c. for commercial and 
at 48c. for bone dried, but these prices 
seem to be below the parity of T. N. 
Competition and the lack of important 
demand are probably the deterring fac- 
tors. The London Commercial Record 
had the following in a late issue:— 

Amongst the reasons that have been cited for 
the late advance, and also the likelihood of a 
further important rise In the value of lac, we 
may instance the following :— 

A considerable American demand for lac on 
the spot—for the moment satisfied. The sales 
made have been on the basis of 155s. for T. N. 
diamond quality (in all 1,000 cases done). 

An expected American demand in the near 
future. 

A continued good home trade demand on the 
basis of 155s. for T. N. diamond quality. 

Expected small shipments of lac for Aug.- 
BSept.-Oct. 

A Shaitoo sticklac crop (the seed crop for the 
Coosmee) is a one-anna crop only (one-sixteenth 
of an average)—this crop is to be relied upon. 

The trading now is on a much safer basis 
than ever before in the history of the trade— 
the best firms are the principal operators. 


Spices. 


Late in the week quite an activity 
developed in pepper for shipment, sales 
aggregating about 300 tons of Singa- 
pore and Lampong being reported. 
Firm markets prevail abroad, London 
quoting on a basis of 12c. here for Singa- 
pore black and the East showing a 
level above this parity. On spot 12c. is 
now maintained for this variety and 
Lampong is_ steady at 11%@11%c. 
Cloves continue their upward tendency, 
cable advices late in the week quoting 
London at the basis of 12%c. here. This 
level has not been reached on spot, but 
the market is firmer at 1144@12c. for 
Zanzibars, It is said that lic. was de- 
clined for arrival.

Sellers of 
epot parcels of the best German brands ask 
9%d., but buyers’ ideas are 9d., at whieh 
price small transactions have taken place, and 
which appears cheap as compared with the 
manufacturers’ price of 10%d. A firmer tone 
prevails at the close, and there are other 
buyers at 9%. 

Shellac.—On a renewed demand from New 
York and an improved inquiry from our home 
trade, numerous sales have been effected at ris- 
ing prices up to 162s. 6d. per cwt. for fair J. 
N. orange. Fine grades of orange have been 
sold at 177s, 64.@180s., blocky A. C. garnet ris- 
ing to 1456s., and blocky G. A. L, to 135s. But- 
tons, too, are in better request at rising rates, 
Futures of T, N. orange are strong and higher 
at 167s. for August delivery, and buyers at 
168s. for October delivery.

Crediting “Empties” Agreement 
in General Favor. 


The jobbing wholesale houses of this 
city were in session last Tuesday at 
the quarters of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, at which the opinion 
was generally expressed that the re- 
tail druggists accepted as reasonable 
the stand taken by the jobbers on the 
return of empty containers which were 
not suitable for re-use, except at some 
expense and trouble. The jobbing 
houses have been for some time fol- 
lowing an individual plan in crediting 
empty containers, but a united stand 
on the matter was considered advis- 
able, and this became the subject of 
a meeting several months ago, Definite 
steps toward correcting the abuse some 
of the houses reported they were being 
subjected to by retailers developed in 
the form of a letter on June 29 last by 
W. P. Ritchey, of Bruen, Ritchey & 
Co., chairman of the sub-committee of 
jobbers, announcing that strict ad- 
herence to the agreement on the cred- 
iting of “empties” was necessary, and 
the want of faith on the part of any 
house would have a great bearing on 
any future attempt to rectify existing 
evils. The agreement in general pro- 
vided that after July 1 the jobbers 
would not accept for credit any empty 
packages that had contained balsams 
of any kind, ointments of any kind, 
codliver oil, silicate of soda or contain- 
ers under half-pint capacity. Other 
containers were acceptable, provided 
they were returned within ninety days 
from date of shipment and if in clean 
and good condition. The following 
schedule of credits on acceptable 
“empties” maintained by one local 
house is fairly representative of the 
general plan, although each house 
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follows its individual ideas on this sub- 
ject:—One pint bottles, 6c.; 1 pint bot~ 
ties, G. S., 12c.; 1 quart bottles, 10c.; 
\%-gallon bottles, 18c.; 1 gallon cans, 


15¢c.; 2-gallon cans, 25c.; 3-gallon cans, ° 


35c.; 5-gallon cans, 60c.; 4% gallon acid 
bottles, 25c.; 1 gallon demijohns, 25c.; 
2-gallon demijohns, 35c.; 3-gallon demi- 
johns, 50c.; 5-gallon demijohns, 60c. 

Each house was advised to have no- 
tices printed and attached to contain- 
ers that are not returnable. The action 
on the part of the jobbers has already 
borne fruit and they feel encouraged 
to take a united stand in remedying 
other abuses. The subject of price cut- 
ting may be one of the first to be taken 
up for consideration.

The Duty on Bone Char. 


Washington, July 28, 1905. 


‘The Treasury Department has decided 
to bring a new case for the purpose of 
deciding the question of the dutiable 
classification of blood char or bone char, 
largely used for filtering and refining pur 
poses. The case is one of unusual inter 
est, in that it has a bearing upon the 
classification of all forms of carbon no? 
specifically enumerated in the tariff act. 

The Board of General Appraisers on 
June 15 last passed upon the classification 
of an importation of blood char, which 
was invoiced as bone char and blood char- 
coal. It was classified for duty as carbon 
at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem un- 
der paragraph 97 of the tariff act. The im- 
porters claim that it was dutiable either 
at 20 per cent. ad valorem as an unenum- 
erated manufactured article under the 
provisions of Section 6 of the Dingley act, 
or by similitude to bone char, which pays 
20 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 
10 of the chemical schedule. he board 
found that the merchandise was not the 
ordinary bone char of commerce, it being 
made from the blood and not the bones 
of animals. It further found that it wag 
not commercial carbon. But an analysis 
of a sample of the importation demon- 
strated the fact that bone char and blood 
charcoal are very similar, if not identical, 
and are used for substantially the same 
purposes. In sustaining the importer’s 
protest the board said:— 

‘In addition to blood charcoal and bone 
ehar there are many allotropic forms of car- 
bon, such as the diamond, graphite, wood char 
coal and coal, none of which is classified in 
trade as carbon. We are therefore of opinion 
that the collector’s return was erroneous and 
reverse his decision in each case, the board 
holding the merchandise to be a manufac 
tured article not enumerated in the act; and 
although we incline to the opinion that, inas 
much as blood charcoal is similar in material, 
quality, texture and intended purpose of use 
to bone char by similitude it is dutiable under 
paragraph 10, without deciding specifically 
whether the merchandise falls under section 6 
or paragraph 10, we sustain the claim in the 
protest that it is dutiable under one or the 
other of these provisions of the tariff act at 
20 per cent. ad valorem.’’ 


The Treasury authorities, following the 
principle that articles not specifically 
enumerated in the tariff should be clas 
sified in accordance with their chemical 
composition, are of the opinion that the 
board has erred in its decision, but inas- 
much as it is doubtful whether the case 
just ruled upee presents a satisfactory 
record on which to base an appeal, the 
collector at New York has. been ordered 
to make a new case in accordance with 
the following instructions:— 


‘Referring to the decision of the Board of 
U. 6S. General Appraisers, G. A. 6,076, dated 
June 15, 1906, holding blood char to be dutiable 
at the rate of 20 per cent ad valorem either 
under paragraph 10 or Section 6, act of July 24, 
1897, and not dutiable at the rate of 35 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 97 of said 
act, as articles composed of carbon as assessed, 
I have to inform you that it is the desire of the 
department that a new case be prepared on 
this issue for the consideration of the board. 

“Until otherwise directed you will continue 
to assess duties under paragraph 97, act of 
July 24, 1897, as heretofore."’

As we go to press report comes from 
Louisville, Ky., that amended articles 
of incorporation had been filed in the 
County Clerk’s office by the Kentucky 
Refining Company, increasing its capi- 
tal from $200,000 to $3,000,000 and ex- 
tending the corporate existence to 99 
years from November, 1885. There 
were also rumors that other crude mills 
in addition to those owned by the 
company in the cotton belt would be 
taken over. The above increase in 
capital is probably to cover the im- 
provements which have already been 
made by the company during the past 
few years. Particulars will be given in 
our next issue. 


The complications over the McClain-

A meeting of the creditors of the In- 
dependent Cotton Oil Company was 
held at Darlington, S. C., last Wednes- 
day. About 410 creditors, through their 
representatives, filed claims, and $600,- 
000 will most probably represent the 
sum total of these claims. 


The affairs of the Independent Cotton 
Oil Company, with 21 plants in North and 
South Carolina, covered a wide area, but 
very few creditors and stockholders were 
present in parece. 

Messrs. Bright Williamson of Darling- 
ton, J. A, Simonds of Charleston and C, 
E. Taylor, jr., of Wilmington were elected 
trustees to manage the properties, and 
the sum of $25,000 each was required for 
their bonds. No other names were placed 
on nomination and Mr. Bright William- 
son, who has had charge of affairs as re- 
ceiver, to this date, was commended for 
his good work. 

The summary of debts and assets re- 
veals very large figures, the debts 
amounting to a total of $878,808.33, the as- 
sets aggregating $709,718.64. 

The indications are that the creditors 
of the oil company may probably re- 
ceive from to 50 per cent. on their 
claims. The stockholders will get nothin 
and the creditors will be fortunate shoul 
the above conjecture be correct. The af- 
fairs of the company seem to have been 
in almost hopeless confusion and it has 
been extremely difficult to get absolutely 
reliable data. 

By painstaking work, searching every 
avenue of information, Receiver William- 
son presented some positive information 
in his schedule of assets and liabilities. 
The details of this make a voluminous 
document. The largest claims against the 
company are held by the banks. These 
claims aggregate about $600,000 and are 
held principally by banks in Charleston, 
Richmond, Wilmington and New York. 
The bills payable account alone, as here 
shown, amounts to over $600,000, consist- 
ing of notes to banks and to individuals. 
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A summary of Receiver Williamson's 
report, subject to some changes, is as fol-

The itemized details of section 2, sched- 
ule A, amounting to a total of $67,500, con- 
sists of various notes, ranging from 
$2,500 to $10,000 each, secured by from 





50,000 to 100,000 gallons of oil, and are 
marked ‘‘security missing, holder un- 
known.”’ 


The third section of this same sched- 
ule contains many items, aggregating a 
total of $69,453.25. Nearly every one of 
these items include notes, the amounts 
ranging from $5,000 to $10,000, secured as 
were the notes referred to above, and very 
many of these were made by the Inde- 
pendent Cotton Oil Company, payable to 
the Independent Cotton Oil Company, and 
marked ‘tholder unknown.”’ A large ma- 
jority of these notes were dated 1905, and 
all will mature this year. 

There were certain assets and liabili- 
ties which did not appear on the schedule 
of the receiver, for the reason that it 
was impossible to ascertain their value, 
owing to the confusion which now neces- 
sarily prevails. 

_Mr. pargan's insurance amounted to 
$55,000, held in four polictes. These were 
in the Equitable and the Fidelity Mutual 
Life for $30,000, $5,000 of which was left 
to his daughter, the remainder to his 
wife. The other two policies were left to 
his estate, one of these for $10,000 being 
in a casualty company.

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London Linseed Market. 


The very small shipments advised last Friday 
(both from India and the Argentine) and the 
absence of fresh arrivals of seed at Argentine 
ports, caused a firm market on that day, and 
prices advanced 3@6d. for all descriptions; on 
Saturday the market was steady, although 
very little business was done. On Monday 
there was a complete change in the tendency 
of the market, and prices experienced a sharp 
reaction of 9d.@1s.; a fair business was put 
through in near seed, which was pressed for 
sale, but distant positions were neglected. On 
the following days, with much less near seed 
offering, that position was steady, with buyers 
at the lowest prices accepted on Monday, but 
distant met hardly any demand. Yesterday 
the market closed quiet. 

Linseed oil has been in poor request; prices 
have declined smartly and show a loss of 7s. 
6d.@15s. per ton from last Friday's close. 

It is quite evident that the supplies available 
from now to the end of the year will be very 
considerably smaller than during the same pe- 
riod last year, but it is certain that the en- 
hanced prices now ruling for seed (about 20 
per cent. above last year’s values) will have the 
usual effect of causing the consumption to be 
on a much smaller scale also. The decrease 
of 80,000 tons in the imports of linseed from 
January to June, as compared with the same 
time last year, has been partly compensated 
for by the increase in the imports of cottonseed 
of 65,000 tons during the same period.

It will be seen by the above table that, tak- 
ing the season to have commenced on April 1, 
the exports to date have amounted to 101,185 
tons, against 179,675 tons in 1904, leaving a 
surplus (less what may be used for seed) of 
about 245,000 tons to come forward, against 
370,190 tons exported last year, viz., 284,575 
tons from July 6 to Dec. 31, 1904, and 85,615 
tons exported from Jan. 1 to March 31, 1905, 
of which a small portion of the latter quan- 
tity may have been new seed. 

The Argentine.—The Buenos Ayres Handels- 
Zeitung of June 17 says that in addition to the 
stocks of 40,000 tons in first hands, it was 
estimated that in the interior there were not 
more than 100,000 tons, so that as the exports 
up to that date were 450,000 tons, the probable 
total export for the year would not quite reach 
400,000 tons. The new crop had made a very 
good start in the Northern Provinces, and it 
was hoped that the very cold weather then 
being experienced would not injuriously affect 
the young plant. Our cable to-day says that it 
is confirmed that a considerable portion of the 
seed in the Northern Provinces has been dam- 
aged by the recent frost. 

The shipments from the Argentine to Europe 
this week were 6,600 tons, and since Jan. 1 
amount to 479,250 tons, against 757,700 tons 
in 1904, and 453,100 tons in 1908. 

The shipments of linseed from India from 
April 1 to date amounted to 622,000 qrs. (Cal- 
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cutta 223,000 qrs. and Bombay 399.000 qrs.), 
against 1,133,000 qrs. last season (Calcutta 
708,000 qrs. and Bombay 425,000 qrs.), and 
1,118,000 qrs. in 1903 (Calcutta 694,000 qrs. and 
Bombay 424,000 qrs.). 

From Russia and the Danube the exports of 
linseed from Aug. 1 to July 8 have amounted 
to 372,000 ars. against 575,000 qrs. in the pre- 
vious year, and 657,000 qrs. in 1902. 

The shipments of linseed from all countries 
last week amounted to 32,500 qrs. for the 
United Kingdom (including orders) and 52,000 
ars. for the Continent, together 84,500 qrs. 
(against 238,000 ars. in the same week last 
year), making the total since Jan. 1 1,349,500 
qrs. to the United Kingdom and orders and 
2,336,500 qrs. for Continent, together 3,686,000 
qrs., against 1,926,000 qrs. for United Kingdam 
and orders and 3,473,000 qrs. for the Continent, 
total 5,399,000 qrs. in the previous year.

General trade conditions, as indicated 
by reports from the principal trade 
centers, have been favorable, the claim 
being that the volume of business con- 
tinues in excess of that of a year ago, 
and especially has the movement of 
seasonable goods been of large volume. 
The prospects for the early fall are re- 
garded as satisfactory, and the belief 
continues quite general that business 
will continue good. The transportation 
companies report an increase in the 
amount of freight offered, the move- 
ment being considerably larger than 
at same time last year. In the lines 
of trade represented by the Reporter 
a somewhat improved demand is report- 
ed for chemicals, while the deliveries 
on contracts have continued fully up 
to the average, Business in drugs 
shows improvement, and in a jobbing 
way has been fairly brisk for the sea- 
son. The demand for dyestuffs shows 
little increase, but as most mills are 
running full time early improvement 
is looked for. The demand for paints, 
has been exceptionally good, both for 
prompt and forward delivery and the 
consumptive requirements are ex- 
pected to increase. Oils have been in 
light seasonable request, though they 
have been somewhat irregular, the 
seed oils in good request, fish oils slow 
and the mineral oils moving to a mod- 
erate extent. The industrial situation 
presents no new features, the reports 
from nearly all the principal industrial 
centers being to the effect that condi- 
tions continue entirely satisfactory and 
that the outlook for the balance of the 
summer is highly satisfactory. The re- 
ports from the metal trades show an 
increasing demand for all classes of 
products and the iron and steel plants 
are exceptionally prosperous, the re- 
quirements of the railways being un- 
usually heavy. The textile industry, ac- 
cording to reports, continues in a satis- 
factory condition, Manufacturers of ma- 
chinery continue to report their plants 
running on full time, with contracts 
closed which will insure their continu. 
ance. The labor situation has not 
changed and few new strikes have been 
reported, while there appears to be less 
discontent, with no threats of important 
strikes to come. The strike of the 
teamsters in Chicago is at an end. The 
few new strikes reported were only of 
local interest and were widely scat- 
tered. The great agricultural staples 
have receded from their former high 
level, all showing a substantial decline 
from the prices ruling a week ago. 
Wheat opened on Monday at 93%c. 
and receded steadily, going below 90c. 
on Friday. The range for the week for 
September delivery was 89%@93%%c., 
with the close on Friday at 89%c. Corn 
started the week at 61%c. and followed 
the course of wheat, going below 60c. 
The range for the week for September 
delivery was 594% @61%c., with the close 
on Friday at 59%c. Oats sold at 34%c. 
early in the week, but later eased off 
to 34%c. Cotton receded steadily. The 
range for the week for September de- 
livery was 10.65@11.17c., with the close 
on Friday at 10.76c. Lard has varied 
daily, but developed more strength 
as the week advanced. The range 
for the week at Chicago for Sep- 
tember delivery was 7.15@7.30c., 
with the close on Friday at 7.27i%c. 
The market for time money was a 
little easier, while the supply has been 
good. Rates at the close were 3@3%4 
per cent. for thirty to sixty days, 34%@ 
3% per cent. for ninety days to four 
months, and 3%@4 per cent. for longer 
periods. Money on call on the Stock 
Exchange has ranged from 1%@2 per 
cent., with the bulk of the business 
done at 2 per cent. The average rate 
was 2 per cent. The closing rate on 
Friday was 2 per cent. Mercantile pa- 
per has been in increasing supply during 
the past week, with the demand good 
and rates steady. Rates at the close 
were 4 per cent. for sixty to ninety 
days’ indorsements, 4@4% per cent. for 
choice single names having four to six 
months to run and. 444@5 per cent. for 
other grades. The price of bar silver 
was firm early in the week, then weak- 
ened, and steadied later, closing oot 
on Friday at 59@6014c. for commercia 
bars and 594,@61c. for government as- 
say bars, showing no change from the 
closing prices of last week. Mexican 
dollars closed at 454c. bid and 48c. 
asked. The market for sterling ex- 
¢hange advanced early in the week 
and continued strong, but closed quiet 
and easier on Friday. Rates for ac- 
tual business at the close were 4.84%@ 
4.85 for sixty days, 4.865 for demand, 
and 4.86% for cables. The supply of 
grain and cotton bills has been very 
light, while the demand was fair. 
Rates at the close were 4.844@4.84%. 
The Industrials were only lightly 
traded in and in the absence of de- 
velopments were swayed by the course 
of the general market. Nearly all 
showed a gain as a result of the week’s 
tradirg, while Sugar showed a sub- 
stantial advance. The general list of 
securities dealt in en the Stock Ex- 
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change showed moderate, though some- 
what irregular, changes under light 
trading until late in the week, when 
there came a spurt of active trading 
to which the market responded by an 
advance all along the line, based, it 
was said, on higher and active markets 
abroad. 

Sugar stock showed more strength 
from the start although trading was 
light, attributable to the lifeless con- 
ditions of the general market. The 
strength was attributed to the reports 
of active demand for the products and 
reports of increased earnings of the 
concern, the starch hardening daily 
and advancing late in the week. The 
last sale on Friday was at 1.40\c. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 137144@141%, the lowest 
Monday and the highest Saturday, 
closing to-day at 140 bid. 

Cotton oil stock showed little change 
under very light trading, but later was 
benefited by the general improvement.

Wolf states that pure ethyl alcoho 
gives the same reaction as methyl when 
the Trillat test is used, but that if the 
digestion with dimethylaniline is made at 
room temperature for twenty-four hours 
instead of at 70-80 deg. for three hours 
the test works perfectly. He claims that 
01 per cent. of methyl alcohol can be 
shown in ethyl alcohol in this way. Since 
he makes no statement of the effect of 
heat on the color, the value of the im 
provement is doubtful. for it is possible 
that the color obtained from ethyl al- 
cohol was due to the incomplete removal 
of acetaldehyde, 

Robine gives an elaborate criticism of 
the Trillat test, and suggests several 
small changes in the procedure. His 
most essential points are the recommen- 
dation to make a blank test of every 
fresh sample of dimethylaniline; the 
necessity for having pure lead peroxide 
and for using the proper amount; the 
difficulty of removing all the acetalde- 
hyde without loss of methylal and the 
fact that the test is spoiled unless all the 
acetaldehyde is removed. The presence 
of acetaldehyde is sometimes indicated 
by a yellow color of the solution and a 
precipitate of aldehyde resin after the 
excess of dimethylaniline has been dis- 
tilled off. His criterion for the presence 
of methyl alcchol is that the final test 
must give a pure blue appearing hot, dis- 
appearing cold. Any shade of blue that 
has green in it, green-yellow or pure 
green is not to be regarded, since it may 
come from incomplete removal of acetal- 
dehyde. 

Since Robine notes the effect of heat 
on the color, it would appear probable 
that he tried heating in the cases where 
the color was due to acetaldehyde, but 
the fact that in such cases no deepening 
occurs when the solution is boiled is not 
mentioned by him. This differs from mv 
observations previously given. 

It is evident that the Trillat test must 
be used with care. It is delicate and 
fairly rapid, but the test may be spoiled 
not only by slight variations in the pro- 
cedure, but also by causes of unknown 


.origin which occur when the procedure is

strictly followed, It is certainly not a 
test to be recommended to persons of 
iimited knowledge of chemistry, 


REAGENT, RESORCIN. 


Mulliken-Scudder Test.—In its simplest 
form this consists in oxidizing a diulte 
solution of the alcohol by plunging into it 
several times a spiral of copper wire 
heated to redness. The formaldehyde 
formed is tested for by adding one drop 
of a 0.5 per cent. aqueous solution of re- 
sorcin and pouring, without mixing, on 
top of a little concentrated sulphuric acid 
in a test-tube. A contact ring and, on 
very géntle shaking, flocks of a charac- 
teristic red color appear, if formaldehyde 
is present. Acetaldehyde gives a ring and 
flocks of a color that varies from yellow 
to brown. This shows 8-10 per cent. of 
methyl alcohol in ethyl. The time re- 
quired is about five minutes. 

The modified form is more delicate. 
The oxidation is carried out in the same 
way, but the acetaldehyde is removed by 
boiling the solution down about one-half. 
This may be done over a free flame for 
rapid work, In boiling down, some 
formaldehyde is always lost, and the 
more rapid the boiling the greater the 
loss. Therefore, it is advisable to boil 
down at 25-30 deg. under diminished pres- 
sure in order to get the best results. 
Where little formaldehyde is present the 
formation of flocks is slow, so in this 
modified form after the .solution is 
brought in contact with the sulphuric acid 
it must be allowed to stand for three min- 
utes, then shaken very gently for a min- 
ute, causing the two liquid surfaces in 
contact to mix, but not allowing rapid or 
excessive mixing. If only a very little 
formaldehyde is present, rapid mixing 
prevents the formation of flocks, although 
it has little or no bad effect when much 
formaldehyde is present. The formation 
of flocks is a necessary part of the test. 
a contact ring of the proper color not 
being considered sufficient evidence, since 
acetone and dimethyl-ethylearbinol both 
give red contact rings. Methyl esters and 
ethers, methylal and secondary and ter- 
tiary butyl alcohols give the same reac- 
tion as methyl alcohol in this test. This 
would indicate that whenever a_ methyl 
group and oxygen are close together and 
not bound firmly to the remainder of a 
compen. oxidation may produce form- 
aldehyde, the amount formed probably 
being dependent on the relative attraction 
between the different groups in the com- 
pound. This test shows 2 to 3 per cent. 
methyl alcohol in ethyl. The time re- 
quired is about twenty minutes. One 
great advantage of the test is that the 
formation of flocks of characteristic color 
gives a very positive indication, much 
more so than the production of a contact 
ring or of a temporary color. 

United States Pharmacopoeia Test.— 
Sadtler states that the committee for the 
revision of the Pharmacopeia found re- 
sorcin more delicate than phloroglucin as 
a test for the formaldehyde produced in 
the oxidation of methyl alcohol. They 
give the following directions. Ten c.c. of 
the solution to be tested, having a con- 
centration of about 10 per cent. (in testing 
liquors or alcohol, t pee dilution 
must be made), are plac in a test-tube 
surrounded by cold water. It is oxidized 
by plunging a red hot spiral of copper 
wire—of specified dimensions—to the bot- 
tom of the test-tube and holding it there 
»ne to two seconds. This is repeated five 
to six times. The filtered solution is 
boiled gently till any odor of acetaldehyde 
cases to be clearly distinguishable. To 
the cooled solution one drop of a 1:200 
aqueous solution of resorcin is added and 
the mixture is floated on top of concen- 
trated sulphuric acid in a test-tube. After 
standing threc minutes the tube is gently 
rotated. If no rose-red ring appears, less 
than 2 per cent. of methyl alcohol is pres 
ent. The time required for the test is 
about fifteen minutes.+ 

Mulliken Test.—The alcohol is oxidized 
by a heated copper spiral, ammonia is 
then added and the solution is boiled 
gently in a dish till the odor of ammonia 
has disappeared. The acetaldehyde 1s 
thus driven off and the formaldehyde ig 
converted into hexamethylentetramine. 
concentrated hydrochloric acid is then 
added and the _ solution brought mo- 
mentarily to boiling to decompose the 
hexamethylentetramine. The formalde- 
hyde set free is tested for by resorcin as 
in the Mulliken-Scudder test. The test 
shows 10 per cent. methyl alcohol in ethyl, 


+When I read this paper, I gave the outlines 
of a rapid test that would show 2 per cent. 
methyl alcohol in ethyl. Since that time 
Sadtler hae published the test just given. The 
procedure of my test differed in several points, 
but the two are so much alike that it seems 
inudvisable to burden the literature with the 
details of mine. The fact that with such dif- 
ferences in procedure the results obtained are 
the same, shows that the pharmacopoeia test 
ean be recommended to persons of limited 
chemical experience. 


and an expert is said to be able to detect 
less than this amount. 

This test is no more delicate than the 
simple form of the Mulliken-Scudder test, 
so that its advantage is not apparent, 
Theoretically, the method is one that 
promises well. Ammonia unites with 
formaldehyde very rapidly to form hexa- 
methylentetramine, a compound that is 
stable on boiling and does not distill off 
to any extent, while acetaldehyde-am- 
monia is decomposed by heat and the ace- 
taldehyde can be completely driven off by 
boiling. There are two defects in the pro- 
cess that I have not been able to over- 
come in any way. The addition of am- 
monia retains all the formaldehyde pro- 
duced in the oxidation of ethyl alcohol, 
so that any delicate test applied after the 
decomposition of the hexamethylente- 
tramine, whether the test is for the form- 
aldehyde or for the ammonia, is given 
both by ethyl and methyl alcohol. The 
oxidation by a copper spiral does not 
produce enough ormaldehyde from 
methyl alcohol to allow as a test the use 
of the formation of some compound of 
hexamethylentetramine, such as_ the 
tetraiodide or the mercuric chloride com- 
pound, although both these compounds 
(which give difficultly soluble precipitates) 
can be used to detect the presence of quite 
small quantities of hexamethylentetra- 
mine. No precipitate is formed from 
auantities of hexamethylentetramine suf- 
ficient to give, after decomposition, fairly 
thick flocks in the resorcin test. In this 
decomposition some formaldehyde is al- 
ways lost, since other compounds besides 
ammonia and formaldehyde are formed. 
It is advisable to boil for fifteen or 
twenty seconds or longer to get the maxi- 
mum amount of formaldehyde. 


REAGENT, FUCHSINE. 

Another use of hexamethylentetramine 
gave promise but fails at times for rea- 
sons that I cannot discover. The solu- 
tion is oxidized by a heated copper spiral, 
filtered, an excess of ammonia added and 
then boiled down about two-thirds. It is 
then cooled and 2 c.c. of fuchsine alde- 
hyde reagent added. The sulphurous acid 
n this decomposes the hexamethylentetra- 
mine and the aldehyde set free instantly 
colors the solution. A blank of pure 
water and fuchsine reagent is made, and 
the difference in color and the time noted. 
In this way it was possible to show 1 
per cent. methyl alcohol in ethyl in fif- 
teen minutes. But at times pure ethyl 
alcohol would give a color as deep and 
as rapidly formed as that from methyl 
alcohol. As a rule ethyl alcohol when 
oxidized gives a color that is very faint 
at first and does not deepen for so long 
a time that the distinction between it and 
that from methyl alcohol is sufficiently. 
marked to make a good test. 


REAGENT, PHLOROGLUCIN. 


Acetaldehyde in amounts less than 0.01 
er cent. gives no reaction with an alka- 
ine solution of phloroglucin in the Haigh 
and the Prescott tests, but will give a re- 
action with 1.0 c.c. or 2.5 c.c. of alkaline 
phloroglucin as used in the Sagle-Ferriere 
test. In large quantities—over 0.1 per 
cent.—it will also give a color with the 
ceoregeete solution in the Haigh test. 

‘formaldehyde in very small amounts 
give a color permanent for several min- 
utes. The color is said to be pure red. 
Actually it depends on the relative con- 
centrations of the formaldehyde and the 
phloroglucin, varying from yellowish red 
through pure red to violet-red. Since, in 
any solution to be tested, the queaiy of 
methyl alcohol present may be anywhere 
from 1 per cent. to 100 per cent., oxidation 
will produce a very variable amount of 
formaldehyde, but the conditions of any 
test call for a fixed amount of phloro- 
glucin; so the color may be pure red. or 
may be any of the shades mentioned. 

Sufficient formaldehyde is formed in the 
oxidation of ethyl alcohol to give a color 
with phloroglucin, though this color is 
fainter than that obtained from the oxida- 
tion of solutions containing over 10 per 
cent. of methyl alcohol. The color is said 
to differ in quality from that obtained 
from oxidized methyl alcohol. I have not 
found this statement to be true, for the 
reason just given. 

The color obtained from oxidized methyl 
alcohol is said to be much more rma- 
nent than that given by oxidized ethvl 
alcohol. While this is true, the color 
given by ethyl alcohol often lasts for a 
number of minutes, so that it is impossi- 
ble to distinguish between ethyl and 
methyl alcohol either by this criterion or 
by the difference in color, without making 
a comparative test with ethyl alcohol. In 
some experiments on the duration of the 
color (the oxidant was a heated copper 
spiral), a 10 per cent. aqueous solution of 
methyl alcohol gave a red that lasted for 
ten minutes without any noticeable fad- 
ing; then it gradually grew lighter. At 
the end of twenty minutes the color was 
still well marked. At the end of one hour 
there was no color. A 20 per cent. aqueous 
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solution of ethyl alcohol gave @ distinct 
red that lasted for six minutes, then be- 
gan to fade. At the end of fifteen minutes 
the color was very faint. A 20 per cent, 
aqueous solution of a mixture 0 2 parts 
methyl alcohol and 98 parts ethyl alcohol, 
boiled down one-half after oxidation, gave 
a red that was deep for one minute, then 
faded but was noticeable for more than 
ten minutes. A 20 per cent. solution of 
ethyl alcohol similarly treated gave @ 
color that faded from the beginning and 
was hardly noticeable after three min- 


utes. 

The full depth of color is sometimes not 
reached for one to two minutes. The 
duration of the color is lessened by stir- 
ring. 

When the solution is boiled, the color 
changes to a clear prown-yellow. This 
same color develops on boiling solytions 
that have become colorless. When eocleg 
after boiling, the color from methy 
alcohol is permanent for one to two min- 
utes, then fades more or less slowly, 
while the color from ethyl alcohol be- 
comes very faint or disappears as soon as 
the solution is cold. This disappearance 
or fading of color in the case 0 ethyl al- 
cohol is noticed with certainty only when 
an excess of alkali is added, since the 
phloroglucin solution as ordinarily pre- 
pared will give, after boiling, a faint 
violet in the cold. The excess of alkali 
destroys this violet color. When there is 
doubt as to the presence of methyl al- 
cohol, on account of the faint or transient 
color obtained 7 the ordinary test with 
phioroglucin in_ the cold, the question can 
often be settled definitely by the addition 
of an excess of alkali, boiling and noting 
the depth and permanence of the color of 
the cold solution. 

Whenever phloroglucin is used as the 
agent to detect formaldehyde in testing 
for methyl alcohol, a comparative test 
with pure ethyl alcohol must always be 
made, since it is impossible to state defi- 
nitely the exact color or the exact dura- 
tion of the color that will be obtained 
from varying quantities of methyl alcohol. 
In making this comparative test each 
solution must be added to the phloro- 
glucin solution at the same time, so that 
the intensity and permanence of the 
colors may be judged by direct compari- 
son. 

Prescott Test.—In this test the alcohol 
is oxidized by a heated copper spiral, 
hydrogen peroxide is added to destroy the 
acetaldehyde, the excess of hydrogen 
peroxide is removed by sodium thiosul- 
phate and the formaldehyde tested for by 
phloroglucin. This shows 5 per cent, 
methyl! alcohol in ethyl. It is difficult to 
get correct results with this test, because 
the action of the hydrogen peroxide and 
the thiosulphate seem to go wrong at 
times. The Haigh test is much more sat- 
isfactory. 

Haigh Test.—In this test the alcohol is 
oxidized by a heated copper spiral, the 
acetaldehyde removed by boiling the fil- 
tered solution till little or no odor is left 
and the phloroglucin test used to show 
the presence of formaldehyde. The color 
from methyl alcohol is said to last two 
to three minutes, that from ethyl alcohol 
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{ to be faint and quickly to disappear. This 
; shows 5 per cent. methyl alcohol in ethyl. 
\ The time required, including the blank of 


ethyl alcohol, is about fifteen minutes. 

The test is as satisfactory as any that 
uses phloroglucin. By adding alkali and 
heating the solution after it-has been 
a mixed with the phloroglucin (as previous 
7 described) it is possible to show 3 per 
cent. to 4 per cent. methyl alcohol by this 
test. The fact noted by Haigh that after 
one-half hour to one hour the solution 
from ethyl! alcohol gives a blue color is 
due in my opinion to the phloroglucin 
alone (possibly the color comes from some 
oxidation reaction) and has nothing to do 
with ethyl alcohol or its oxidation prod- 
ucts. 

Since acetaldehyde gives no color with 
alkaline phyoroglucin, the question nat- 
usally arises. What is the reason for its 
removal in the Prescott and the Haigh 
tests? The answer is very simple—there 
is no need of removal. The working of 
the test has been misunderstood. When 
ethyl alcohol is oxidized, sufficient form- 
aldehyde is produced to give a fairly deep 
and permanent color with alkaline phloro- 
glucin solution, which is quite a delicate 
reagent for the detection of formaldehyde. 
The processes employed for the removal 
of acetaldehyde remove at the same time 
so much formaldehyde that the reaction 
with phloroglucin is reduced to a mini- 
mum. When methyl alcohol is present, 
sufficient formaldehyde is left to give a 
well-marked reaction, The experiments 
on the ruration of color, given under the 
general treatment of the phloroglucin re- 
action, show this very clearly. 

Sangle - Ferriere -Cumiasse Test.—This 
consists in oxidation of a cold, dilute solu- 
tion by potassium permanganate and sul- 

huric acid. The excess of permanganate 
s reduced by tannin, the solution is made 
faintly alkaline and the manganese di- 
oxide filtered off. The filtrate is tested 
by alkaline phloroglucin. It is said to 
show 1 per cent. methyl! alcohol in ethyl. 

The test has a simple procedure, but the 
length of time necessary to oxidize the 
alcohol in order to get satisfactory results 
seems to vary with the room temperature, 
the amount of alcohol present and the 
method of adding the sulphuric acid. The 
recommendation is made to confirm the 
test by acidifying and testing with gallic 
acid. This confirmation I regard as value- 
less, because of the great delicacy of the 
gallic acid test for formaldehyde. Ethyl 
alcohol often gives with phloroglucin 
quite a deep color, not the faint color 
mentioned in the description of the test. 

CHOICE OF TBSTS. 

This will vary with circumstances. Un- 
less there is supposed to be only a very 
small amount of methyl alcohol present, 
I should recommend trying first the sim- 





ple Mulliken-Seudder test which shows 8 
per cent. to 10 per cent. and takes but a 
few minutes; next the Pharmacopia test 
which shows 2 per cent. and takes fifteen 
minutes. If that gave no indication at all, 
the Trillat test should be used, but if 
there was any indication of the possible 
presence of methyl alcohol or a suspicion 
that it was there, I should advise rather 
than use even the Trillat test to concen- 
trate by distillation through a Hempel 
tube or Le Bel-Henninger tube or some 
such device and then to use one of the 
shorter tests. This can be done much 
more quickly and —a than most per- 
sons suppose. In experiments to test the 
efficiency of the process when only small 
amounts of liquid are available, I used 
2% c.c. of a mixture of 1 per cent. methyl 
alcohol and 99 per cent. ethyl alcohol. 
This was fractionated through a Hempel 
tube made of glass tube 22.5 cm. long. 
1.7 c.c. in diameter filled with glass beads 
about 3 mm. in diameter. The beads heid 
about 3% c.c. of liquid that would not 
drain back into the flask, Three frac- 
tionations were made, taking the first 
time 15 c.c, then 7% c.c. and finally 2 c.c. 
One c.c. of this last fraction was diluted, 
oxidized by a heated copper spiral, boiled 
down one-half over a free flame and tested 
by resorin. Moderately thick red flocks 


appeared. The total time consumed was: 


one hour (this includes the time taken in 
allowing the liquid to drain back into.the 
flask, a procedure necessary when such 
smali quantities of liquid ‘are being frac- 
tionated in this way.) The Trillat test 
would have taken five hours. The Sangle- 
Ferriere-Cuimasse test is claimed to have 
a delicacy sufficient to show this amount 
of methyl alcohol, but I am doubtful 
about its indications. None of the other 
tests is sufficiently delicate to use in such 
a case. 

The great value of the resorcin test is 
in the positive evidence given and the ad- 
vantage of having some idea in a rough 
way of the quantity of formaldehyde 
present. The formation of flocks of char- 
acteristic color shows positively the pres- 
ence of a certain amount of formaldehyde 
and no comparative test with ethyl alco- 
hol is necessary. If there is only a con- 
tact ring and no flocks, there is very little 
formaldehyde present. When more is 
present there will be scanty, small flocks, 
When much is present, the flocks are 
thick and abundant. 


MIXTURES. 


In consequence of the great number of 
organic compounds, it is impossible to de- 
vise a test that will show a particular 
compound in any possible mixture. Cer- 
tain general principles can be given, and 
by the aid of these and by a clear under- 
standing of what the test used will show 
and what are its pvussibilities of error, 
the detection of methyl alcohol ought to 
be certain except when it is present in 
very small quantities and there is not 
eae material to allow of concentra- 
tion. 

If formaldehyde is present, it must be 
removed, if any of the oxidation tests are 
used, since they are all dependent on con- 
version of the alcohol to formaldehyde or 
methylal. This may be accomplished bv 
digestion with ammonia; by digestion cold 
with excess of sodium bisulphite for four 
to five hours; by digestion at 70-80 deg. 
in a stoppered bottle with resorcin and 
sulphuric acid for two to three hours; or 
by boiling with a return condenser with 
aniline and phosphoric acid. The liquid 
is then distilled, the formaldehyde re- 
maining behind in combination. The dis- 
tillate should always be tested for aldehyde 
to make sure that the removal is com- 
plete. Other means that may prove use- 
ful in certain cases are digestion hot with 
sodium sulphite or with hydrazine sul- 
phate, When difficulty is found in remov- 
ing all the Sepesenv ee, it is often pos- 
sible without further treatment to make 
a rapid test which either will show the 
presence of methyl alcohol or will make 
further investigation desirable. Under 
these conditions little formaldehyde will be 
present and the resorcin test used before 
oxidation will show only a contact ring. 
When the solution is oxidized and the 
resorcin test again applied, if methyl al- 
cohol is present, the increased amount of 
formaldehyde will be shown either by the 
presence of flocks or by thickening of the 
ring. The presence of flocks in such a 
case would be almost conclusive evidence 
of the presence of methyl alcohol. Frac- 
tional distillation is often of great help 
in such cases. Gnehm and Kaufler state 
that in the estimation of methyl alcohol 
in formaldehyde, when the formaldehyde 
is condensed with sodium sulphanilate 
and the alcohol distilled off, the distillate 
always contains small quantities of com- 
pounds having the characteristic odor of 
formaldehyde and the power of reducing 
silver nitrate, but that these compounds 
are unsaturated bodies of unknown na- 
ture. 

Other aldehydes can be removed by di- 
gestion with resorcin and sulphuric acid, 
or with aniline and phosphoric acid. 
Their presence is indicated by the usual 
eeenyae reactions or by the resorcin 
est. 

Phenols and bases will combine with 
any formaldehyde that may be made in 
the course of a test. They must therefore 
be removed—by distillation from sodium 
or potassium hydroxide in the case of 
phenols (this treatment also removes 
acids)—by distillation from dilute sul- 
phuriec acid in the case of bases. 

Various compounds such as coloring 
matters, etc., can be removed by simple 
or fractional distillation, by filtration 
through bone-black with or without pre- 
vious treatment by lime, or by extracting 
the alcohol with water and testing the 
aqueous extract after distillation. 

It is best to test only solutions wholly 
soluble in 2 to 3 parts of water. that will 
distill between 50 deg. and 100 deg.—Jour- 
nal American Chemical Society.

Bicarb 
soda and sal soda are both meeting 
with the usual seasonable demand, 
Arsenic is in better request, both for 
prompt and forward. Acetate of lime, 
alum and chlorate of potash are all 
quiet but steady. Cream of tartar and 
tartaric acid are both firmer, in antici- 
pation of a rise in values after the turn 
of the month. Oxalic acid is in better 
request for August forward. The other 
acids and light chemicals are all meet- 
ing with the usual seasonable consum- 
ing demand, with few changes to note, 
as detailed below. Mail advices from

The market for heavy chemicals continues 
quiet, but quotations are steadily maintained, 
Soda ash in moderate supply and firmly held 
at the usual range, as to destination.

Saturday Noon, July 29, 1905. 

The demand for the various kinds of 
ammoniates has become more active 
and prices at primary markets have 
been advanced by packers, particularly 
on blood and tankage. The volume of 
sales for the week have been usually 
good, considering the time of the year, 
and the demand from the South has 
set in earlier this year than in previous 
years, which indicates that in all prob- 
ability the consumption this year will 
be larger than last year. The accumu. 
laton of supplies in the hands of pack- 
ers have been materially reduced by 
recent sales, and, should the demand 
from the South keep up, the available 
supply will be exhausted in the imme-~- 
diate future. The president of the 
American (Southern) Cotton Manufac- 
turers’ Association has appointed u 
committee to wait on Secretary of Ag 
riculture Wilson at Washington con- 
cerning the proposed revision of the 
June cotton report, etc. 

Ammoniates. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONTIA.—Cables 
from primary markets denote firmness, 
but no perceptible change in prices has 
been effected. There has been a better 
inquiry for domestic goods, and we 
hear of sales of 250 tons and upward 
for forward delivery at full prices. In 
the foreign article no large transac- 
tions could be traced. Spot and nearby 
parcels of foreign have been quoted at 
$3.10@3.12, and futures at $3.15@3.17 per 
100 pounds. Parcels of domestic on the 
spot and for prompt shipment remain 
unchanged at $3.05@3.07, and futures 
are quoted at $3.07144@3.10 per 100 
pounds. 

FISH SCRAP.—In response to _ in- 
creased inquiries from the South and 
limited offerings, prices have strength- 
ened and dealers in most instances are 
asking 5c. to 10c. advance. Parcels of 
domestic dried scrap are held at $2.45@ 
2.50 and 10c. per unit, f. 0. b. works. at 
which figures small lots for later de- 
livery have been booked. The men- 
haden fishing in the North and South 
has improved, but the amount of 
scrap made for the first half of this 
season shows an approximate decrease 
of about 25@30 per cent. compared with 
the output for the same time last 
year. Manufacturers and dealers are 
still reluctant to close contracts for 
large quantities of scrap for future de- 
livery, and they prefer to hold aloof 
pending improved prospects for the 
menhaden fishing. Quotations are 
firmer and higher for parcels of dried, 
$2.45@2.50 and 10c. for 10 per cent. am- 
monia and 14 per cent. bone phosphate, 
per unit, and acidulated wet at $2.25 and 
35c. for 6 per cent. of ammonia per 
unit, f. o. b. fish works. Imported fish 
guano is being sparingly offered, and 
has been advanced to $2.70 and 10c. for 
dried, 10 to 11 per cent. ammonia and 
15 to 17 per cent. bone phosphate per 
unit, c. i. f., New York, Baltimore or 
Philadelphia. Buyers, however, are not 
inclined to pay this advance. 

TANKAGE.—The demand from the 
South has improved for parcels for 
prompt and forward delivery, and buy- 
ers are stocking up in order to meet the 
fall trade. A number of large orders 
have been booked prior and at the ad- 
vance in prices for parcels for ship- 
ment during the next two months. As 
a result of good sales at the primary 
markets, the accumulated supplies in 
the hands of packers have been mater- 
ially reduced, and prices have been ad- 
vanced 5c, to 10c, for the high grades, 
with indications of further advances in 
the advent of the demand keeping up, 
which would clean up the market of 
stocks within a few weeks. Packers are 
now quoting $2.15@2.20 on parcels of 
high grade concentrated tankage, 15-16 
per cent.; $2.20 and 10c. for 10-11 per 
cent. and 10-15 per cent.; $2.10 and 10c.. 
for 9 and 20 per cent., and $16@17 for 7 
and 30 per cent. per ton, all according 
to time of delivery and terms of sale. 

GARBAGE TANKAGE,.—There con- 
tinues a good inquiry for sizable lots 
but in the absence of freer offerings, 
due to limited available supplies, sales 
have been light at $8@9 per ton, ac- 
cording to quality, quantity and point 
of shipment. 

DRIED BLOOD.—The dull spell has 
been broken by an unusual good de- 
mand from the South for parcels for de- 
livery during the next two months. As 
a result of this packers immediatelv 
raised prices 5@10c., and considerable 
sales prior and at the advance have 
been made. As a result of the good de- 
mand the accumulation of supplies at 
primary markets in the hands of pack- 
ers have been reduced, and in the ad- 
vent of a continued good demand the 
available stocks would be exhausted 
within a few weeks. Indications for 
further advances look promising. Pack- 
ers are now quoting parcels 12@13 per 
cent. ammonia at $2.60@2.65 per unit. f. 
0. b. New York, and high grade at $2.40 
@2.45 per unit, f. 0. b. Chicago, accord- 
ing to delivery and terms of sale.

Countervailing Duties on Petro 


leum Products, 


Washington, July 28, 19065. 


A decision rendered by the Board of 
General Appraisers on the 19th instant 
with regard to the levying of countervail- 
ing duty on paraffin and other petroleum 
products has attracted much attention 
here and deserves to be carefully ex- 
amined by all importers of such goods. 
The decision is favorable to the govern- 
ment and will be promulgated for the 
guidance of collectors at all ports, and in 
the event of an appeal by the importers, 
the government will carry the issue to the 
highest courts if necessary to sustain its 
position. 

The question involved is whether petro- 
leum products imported from the coun- 
tries assessing duties thereon shall pay 
countervailing rates on the basis of net 
weight or gross weight, and the Board of 
General Appraisers holds that the ques- 
tion must depend upon the practice of 
the country from which the goods are 
shipped, which must be followed in each

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case. The particular merchandise under 
consideration consisted of twelve casks 
and four cases of paraffin molle, the gross 
weight of which was_ 6,313 a of 
which the weight of the casks was 897 
pounds,’ leaving a net weight of paraffin 
of 5,416 pounds. The importation was 
from Russia, which assesses a duty upon 
the products of petroleum coming into 
that country from the United States of 
1.70 rubles per pood, gross, which is equiv- 
alent to 2.42333 cents per pound gross 
weight. The collector assessed the mer- 
chandise at this rate on the gross weight 
of the importation, but the importers con- 
tended that the net weight of the paraffin 
only should have been considered on the 
ground that the duty being a specific one, 
the casks or containers were entitled to 
free admission. The board held that while 
it was true that paragraph 19, which 
relates to the dutiability of containers, 
applied only to such merchandise as is 
subject to an ad valorem duty, yet in this 
case the containers are rendered dutiable 
by another provision of law, namely, the 
proviso to paragraph 626 of the tariff act, 
which imposes a duty on petroleum or its 
products imported from a foreign country 
“equal to the duty oS by such coun- 
try.’ In order to make the duty ‘‘equal 
in this case the board argues that it must 
be levied on the basis of gross weight 
without regard to the provisions of para- 
graph 19. ’ 

In this connection the board cites an in- 
teresting case which has just been decided 
by the United States Circuit Court for the 
Eastern District of Pennsylvania in the 
matter of the assessment of countervail- 
ing duty on sugar imported from countries 
paying bounties thereon. In this case the 
court holds that ‘‘the purpose that Con- 
gress had in view when it authorized the 
assessment of ‘an additional duty equal to 
the net amount of bounty’ paid by the 
exporting country, was to compel the im- 
porter to pay the total or net amount of 
the bounty to the government upon the 
importation, and it is the duty of the 
collector in assessing this countervailing 
duty to adopt such a basis of assessment 
as will accomplish the object at which the 
legislation was aimed, to wit; to compel 
the importer to pay to the government 
the net amount of bounty he received 
from the exporting country.’’ In conclu- 
sion the corut said:— 


“The cases cited to sustain the proposition 
that duties should be assessed only upon the 
merchandise in the condition in which it is 
landed are not at all in point, as these decis- 
ions had reference to the assessment of either 
an ad valorem or specific duty which was to be 
levied upon the value or the amount of the 
merchandise arriving at our ports. But the 
duty to be levied in the case at bar was to 
accomplish a different purpose, to wit, to take 
from the importer the net amount of money he 
received from the exporting country. The lan- 
guage of Section 5 of the act of 1897 is broad 
enough to authorize the adoption of such a 
basis of calculation as will accomplish that 
purpose, which can be done with certainty 
when the invoice weight is taken, as in this 
case, This does not prevent the collector from 
allowing a deduction from that weight, if the 
evidence and the facts in any particular im- 
portation warrant it. The finding, however, 
in this case is that the difference in weight 
was not the result of any cause which entitled 
them to an allowance.”’ 


It is the best opinion here, not only 
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among customs officials, but among attor- 
neys having the largest practice in cus- 
toms cases, that the courts will sustain 
the board in its decision levying counter- 
vailing duties on Russian petroleum 
products on the basis of gross weight. It 
is therefore highly important that im- 
porters contemplating perseane petro- 
feum products abroad should, in the first 
place, ascertain whether countervailing 
duties are likely to be assessed on gross 
or net weight and, in the second place, 
give instructions for the use of the light- 
est containers that can be relied upon to 
land the merchandise in good condition. 

The Treasury Department recentiy made 
public a compilation of the duties levied 
on petroleum products by all the coun- 
tries of the world, which was intended to 
inform customs officials as to the rates of 
countervailing duties to be assessed on 
importations. This compilation was _ re- 
printed in the Reporter at the time. The 
question involved in the case just de- 
cided by the Board of General Appraisers 
had not been raised when this compila- 
tion was prepared, and the schedules 
therein quoted do not always show 
whether duties are to be calculated upon 
gross or net weight. Wherever an im- 
porter is in doubt, however, he can secure 
the desired detailed information by ad- 
dressing an inquiry to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, who has a complete file of 
the tariffs of foreign countries, embracing 
all the latest revisions and administrative 
provisions,

Roumanian Petroleum Industry. 


Official statistics show an output of 497,- 
000 tons of petroleum during 1904. The 
monthly average of 1904 was 37,176 tons 
during the first half year and 45,635 tons 
during the second half. 

Of the four oil-bearing districts of Rou- 
mania, namely, Prahova, Dambovitza, 
Buzen and Bacan, the district of Prahova 
is the richest, the total output of this dis- 
trict showing 455,354 tons against 26,234 
tons .in Dambovitza, 8,236 tons in Buzen 
and 7,064 tons in Bacan. 

The number of hand wells have _ in- 
creased owing to their small cost. Official 
figures show 744 wells in 194 against 675 
in 1903, and those in process of sinking 
195 against 163. 

On the other hand, the number of pro- 
ductive borings seems to have decreased, 
the figures being 290 for 1903 against 224 
in 1904. The borings under drill have, 
however, increased from 114 to 192. 

The year under review records the most 
noteworthy events in the history of the 
petroleum iridustry of Roumania. German 
capital played a large part—the three Ger- 
man banks, Deutsche Bank, Disconto 
Gesellschaft and the Schaffhausen Bank- 
verein being the mediums through which 
fresh companies were formed and old ones 
supported. 

The principal companies in the petro- 
leum fields are:— 

The Steana Romana.—This company 
was faring badly during the years 1901, 
1902 and 1903, but was reorganized during 
the summer of the last-mentioned year 
by the Deutsche Bank, with the result 
that a dividend of 8 per cent. was paid 
in 1904, 

In 1904, when working in connection with 


the Deutsche Petroleum Actien Gesell- | 


schaft for the organization of the Petro- 
leum Producte Actien Gesellschaft, they 
conceded the latter company the sale of 
their refined petroleum on all the markets 
in Europe (outside Roumania) and in the 
Balkan States. 

The Petroleum Producte Actien Gesell- 
schaft, which had previously limited itself 
exclusively to the trade in Germany, is 
now estabzlishing agencies all over Eu- 
rope. In order to further their purpose 
the Petroleum Producte Actien Gesell- 
schaft have increased their capital from 
3,000,000 to 9,000,000 marks (£150,000 to £450,- 
000), a third of which will be raised by 
each of the three companies, Steana Ro- 
mana, Deutsche Petroleum Actien Gesell- 
schaft and the Shell Transportation and 
Trading Company. 

At the meeting of the shareholders on 
October 24, 1904, authority was given for 
the issue of shares to the amount of 
9,000,000 marks (£450,000) at the exchange 
of 105 fr. per cent. redeemable in 30 years, 
with the fixed rate of 5 per cent. per 
annum, 

The prospectus showed that the new 
capital was to be employed in withdraw- 
ing the 3,600,000 shares issued at the time 
of the company’s reorganization, and the 
remainder in the works necessary for the 
development of the new enterprise. 

The Internationala comes next in im- 
portance with regard to capital and 
profits. It was founded by a group of 
Dutch banks and has developed little 
by little, and has now become one of the 
most important of the petroleum com- 
panies working in Roumania. 


The Internationala has centered all its 
activity on the extraction of petroleum, 
and the produce of its wells is sold in a 
crude state to the Aurora, which has 
large refineries. 

The principal fields worked by the In- 
ternationala lie in the two districts of 
Dambovitza (at Gura Ocnitzei) and Pha- 
hova (at Bustenari). They are also in the 
district of Buzen, at Gura Saratzei, where 
ey are carrying on works of investiga- 

on, 

At Gura Ocnitzei they are working State 
concessions, and during the year 1904 they 
increased the area of their concessions in 
Dambovitza by taking over those of the 
Franco-Roumaine. 

In 1904 the Internationala had 12 borings 
at Gura Ocnitzei against 10 in the preced- 
ing year, and the maximum depth ob- 
tained was 335 yards. In Bustenari they 
had 13 borings against 7 in 1903, the max- 
imum depth being 253 yards. 

The Aurora, which is financed by the 
same group as the Internationala, occu- 
pies itself exclusively with the refining 
of petroleum and petroleum trading. It 
has large refineries at Baicoi and tanks 
in the port of Braila, which greatly 
facilitate their trade. It is connected 
with the Shell Transport Company of 
London, through whom they sold large 
quantities of petroleum. 

To the above are to be added the Buste- 
nari, the Telega Oil Company and the 
Campina Moreni. During 1904 several 
new companies were formed, the most 
important of which is the Standard Oil 
Company, who work under the name of 
Roumania-Americana, 

Several years back they tried to get 
from the Roumanian Government the con- 


cessions of the State properties, but they 
were unable to come to an agreement. 
They are now working private conces- 
sions. 

They intend working on a very exten- 
sive scale, and it is supposed that their 
production is intended for the Eastern 
markets.—British Consular Report.

The loyal 
toasts included those of the ‘‘King’’ and 
that of the “President of the United 
States.”” “Our Lady Guests’’ was pro- 
posed by Mrs. A. Gordon Salamon, to 
which Mrs. W. H. Nichols replied, refer- 
ring to the fact that the American visitors 
had been overwhelmed with kindness and 
calling upon the American ladies to drink 
to the health of the chairman.

ACID, TANNIC.—With no apprecia- 
ble abatement of the firmness of the 
raw material, makers feel warranted 
in maintaining for acid 35@%7c. for 
commercial and 58@65c. for crystals. 

ALBUMEN.—The effect of the gov- 
ernment’s disposition to test arrivals 
of egg albumen for evidence of boracic 
acid or other chemical preservatives 
Imparts a firm tone to the market, 
tending also to urge greater care on 
the part of shippers to forward goods 
in an admissible state. On spot 46c. is 
yet possible for some Chinese grades, 
but little is obtainable at this price. 
For domestic blood albumen 20c. is a 
reported quotation, but the better 
grades of imported are held at 244%@ 
27. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—A lead- 
ing importer announces that the bulk 
of his business for next year has al- 
ready been placed under contract at 
the terms named last week, 9%c. for 
oil and around 8%c. for salt, and it is 
believed that considerable orders have 
been entered in other quarters at prae 
tically the same figures. The spot ba- 
sis shows no variation from 10@10\%c. 
for oil and 8%@9%c. for salt. 

ANTIMONY.—The market for salts 
remains on a very firm basis, under 
the sustained position of the raw mate- 
rial, and spot values may be repeated 
as follows: 75 per cent., 14@16c.; 65 per 
cent., 13@lic.; 47 per cent., 10@12c. 

COCHINEAL.—With local supplies 
of gray black practically depleted, 
buyers of this description have been 
diverted to rosy black, which is also in 
reduced supply. Nothing is said to be 
afloat for this market from primary 
sources, but stocks in Liverpool are 
reported to be sufficient to afford the 
opportunity for early replenishment on 
spot. 

DEXTRINE.—Reports have lately 
been current that some lower quota- 
tions had been named for new crop im- 
ported potato dextrine, but these are 
not accepted with any degree of au- 
thority in the local trade, and under 
the influence of the sustained position 
of the market for nearby arrival, spot 
values are steady at 644@7%4c. Do- 
mestic potato is nominally maintained 
at 544@6c. Domestic corn is available 
from first hands at 2.35c. in carload 
lots, while up to 24%c. is quoted from 
second hands. The strength of corn is 
regarded as a favorable factor for an 
advance.

age. 

ZINC DUST.—A new arrival has 
been available during the week at 5c.

Chinese Dye Trade. 
Consul Anderson writes as follows 


about the trade in dyes in China, and 
furnishes figures showing the imports 
of dyes and dyestuffs for last year:— 

The trade in dyes in China is a very 
large one and is well worth watching by 
the dye manufacturers of the United 
States. Apparently, the United States 
has the advantage in this trade at pres- 
ent, but there is reason to believe that a 
number of European interests are work- 
ing to secure a greater share than they 
now have, and American interests need 
to be on their guard. There is little ex- 
pectation that Chinese native dyes will 
supersede the foreign product for many 
years—not until scientific use of native 
products comes to be as common as it 
is in the other parts of the world. The 
decreased export of safflower from the 
several producing districts in China tells 
the story of the rise in aniline dyes.  Al- 
though the Chinese have been making 
indigo by native processes without help 
from abroad for centuries, even their an- 
cient industry in this line is being super- 
seded by the science of the foreigner. 
Foreign dyes are popular and compara- 
tively cheap and will probably hold the 
market indefinitely. Artificial indigo is 
being imported.
